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Rule Fireman 
Fired Due To 
Union Activity

A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


rufed Friday Hoffman Estates Fire- 
fighter David L. Carlson Jr. was fired 
last July because of his activities in a 
local union. 


He ruled the dismissal took place with- 


out just cause. Carlson will now be reins- 
tated as a firefighter. 


The decision by Judge Edward J. Egan 


came after 2Va days of testimony on a 
petition for a writ of mandamus in which 
Carlson states his dismissal constituted a 
violation of his constitutional rights. 
Egan ruled however, that the hearing 
held by the fire district met procedural 
due process requirements, 


in presenting his opinion, Judge Egan 


said. "It is clear to me that the munici- 
pal officers of the fire district wanted to 
discourage the union." He added that the 
facts of the case formed a "curious chain 
of events." 


"it was just a coincidence that he 


(Carlson) was secretary of the union and 
even a stranger coincidence that he was 
a probationary firefighter, but that these 
matters had no bearing in the case," 
Egan said. These elements went against 
his "human experience" in terms of 
credibility, said Egan. 


The judge however was sympathetic 


over the problems of the fire district's 
board of trustees. He said the issue of 
publle employes joining unions was a 
very difficult problem that municipal of- 
ficials have to deal with. 


"I don't know if there is anything that 


has caused more problems than public 
employes' unions," lie continued, "but 
we have to follow the law." 


DURING FRIDAY'S testimony, Lt. 


Donald Selke stated that Deputy Clu'ef 
Edward Kalasa asked him what took 
place on July 8, 1971. the day Carlson 
supposedly disobeyed Selke's order to re- 
port to the scene of the fire. 


Egan stated the evidence showed Ka- 


lasa must have "divined out of the blue 
that something had happened that day." 


During the hearing, testimony in- 


dicated Kalasa was not in the firehouse 
when the incident occurred, nor did Chief 
Carl Selke or other firemen tell him 
about the incident the day of the fire. 


Kalasa was not a witness in the pro- 


ceedings, nor did he appear in the court 
room during the hearing. 


Egan also concluded that because 


Selke did not go to Kalasa or Chief Selke 
to report the alleged incident of in- 
subordination, Lt. Selke must not have 
considered the incident insubordination. 


After the hearing, Fire District Atty. 


Francis Kelly said there was no plan for 
any appeal and it is the feeling of the 
board that Carlson can return to work as 
soon as he wants. 


No definite date was set for his return 


to work and no decision was reached on 
how much back pay Carlson will receive 
for the nine months he was not working 
for the fire district. 


CARLSON AND his attorney, Gilbert 


A. Cornfield, stated they were both de- 
lighted by the court's decision. 


"I thought the decision was full and 


fair and I am glad he was vindicated," 
Cornfield said. 


Michael Lass, national staff represen- 


tative for the International Association of 
Firefighters, AFL-CIO, said the ruling 
preserves the rights of the firemen who 
are members of the union to remain 
members. 


Lass said he will meet with members 


of the local to see what they wish to do 
about normalizing relations with the fire 
district board of trustees. The local has 
never been officially recognized by the 
board. 


"We have said all along we are not a 


striking union, we are there for the 
benefit and welfare," Lass explained. 


"Now we can go about the task of put- 


ting things together," Lass said.

against this possibility with recognition 
of local bargaining organizations, not af- 
filiated with national groups. Nearly ev- 
ery fire department already has a fire- 
men's association, which the men feel 
accomplishes anything a union could do 
for them.

A Flaming Cross Sears Golden Rule

When Randy and Joanine Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashionable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 
fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby. 


"I just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs. Larson, "because the family 
was so terrific. We didn't think twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROF. WILLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 
wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around," the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


,The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said. "He was 
hollering at my husband . . . he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 


ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours ... and he lit it 
with gasoline." 


After the series of incidents, the Lar- 


sons and Williamson had second thoughts 
about the real estate dealing and by mu- 
tual agreement the transaction was dis- 
solved. 


"We didn't really want to move in af- 


ter all this happened," Williamson said. 
"But then we decided we were copping 
out too easily," he added, and he became 
determined to move in. 


The final sale papers now are to be 


signed about May 10 and Williamson said 
he is looking forward to the move from 
his present home in Schaumburg to 
Hanover Park. "We still have some fear 
and trepidation and we'll probably be 
sleeping with one eye open at first," Wil- 
liamson said. 


THE LARSONS' former "friends" and 


now protestors "don't have anything to 
do with us anymore," said Mrs. Larson. 
"They snub their noses . . . and the per- 
son across the street has shades on the 
windows and never has them open." 


The Hanover Park police have in- 


vestigated the incidents and civil rights 
groups also have been contacted. 


"I don't want to condemn the commu- 


nity," Williamson said. "A lot of people 
have given positive reaction to us."

union movements are anticipated. 


"In my opinion, the only time anyone 


wants to join a union is when they think 
they are not getting what is rightfully 
due them." said Dr. Martin Coniglio, 
chairman of Schaumburg's fire and po- 
lice commission. He especially noted 
wages as a potential spur for union- 
ization. 


"This is not the case with the Village 


of Schaumburg." he said. Coniglio added 
he feels a village department is more im- 
mune to unions than is a fire district, 
because a village "normally has more 
job security." 


ROLLING MEADOWS Fire Lt. Charles 


Sellards is a firemen's association mem- 
ber. 


"As long as we get the benefits that we 


think we should without having a union, 
what's the point in having one?" he 
asked. 


"I don't think you'll see too many 


(unions) in the suburbs," Sellards pre- 
dicted. 


The union local in Hoffman Estates is 


distinctly different from the associations, 
It is affiliated with the AFL-CIO, and has 
the backing of a national group, which 
provided an attorney to present its case. 


While Mount Prospect Chief Larry 


Pairitz declined to make any predictions, 
he did comment the association system 
"so far seems to have worked out satis- 
factorily for all concerned." 


Palatine, a district with three paid 


men including the chief, was approached 
by a union, about five months ago, said 
Inspector Bill DePue. Because his de- 
partment Is primarily volunteer, he sees 
no unions in Palatine's fire department 
future, While the Hoffman Estates local 
might have more affect on paid employe 
departments. DePue sees unions as a 
long way off for most area departments. 


"Each department does have their own 


association and they do their own bar- 
gaining. They're satisfied the way it is," 
he said. 


Chief Allen Hulett of Elk Grove Village 


expressed doubt the court decision would 
create any rush to unionize. While he 
termed the Hoffman Estates events "an 
unfortunate situation," he commented, 
"I can't imagine that that's going to 
cause any unions in fire departments."

Village Board Opposes 
Food, Drug Sales Tax 


The Hoffman Estates Village Board 


recently opposed legislation now pending 
in Springfield to continue the state sales 
tax on food and drugs. 


Mayor Frederick Downey termed the 


action an "altruistic" gesture, noting 
most of the village's sales tax revenue 
comes from the tax on foods. 


The board was considering resolutions 


pending before the Illinois Municipal Fi- 
nance Officers Association, one of which 
was to support continued taxation on 
food and drugs. 


The board voted 4 to 3 not to support 


the resolution, 


Hoffman Estates' sales tax income is 


largely generated by food sales, the may- 
or pointed out. If the tax were removed, 
the village would experience a major 
drop in revenue, but village residents 
would not have to pay the tax when they 
purchase food or drugs. 


Voting for continuation of the tax were 


Trustees William Cowin, Bruce Lind and 
Diane Jensen. Voting against it, and in 
favor of elimination of the tax, were 
Trustees Virginia Hayter, Dyrle Rath- 
man 
and Edward Hennessy. Mayor 


Downey broke the tie by voting against 
continuing the tax. 


THE BOARD action, however, can 


only indirectly influence the future of the 
tax. The village's position will be report- 
ed to the finance officers association, 
along with the position of other munici- 
palities in the state. The association then 
will take its own vote, which might or 
might not influence the state legislature 
when it considers the tax. 


The board also considered several oth- 


er resolutions to be taken up by the asso- 
ciation. It voted to favor association op- 
position at the "extremely high charge" 
by the state at municipalities for collec- 
tion of sales and service taxes. The state 
retains four per cent of all taxes it col- 
lects for municipalities. The association 
favors lowering the fee to 2 per cent. 


The board favored a resolution "pro- 


moting home rule" powers for munici- 
palities. The state is considering legisla- 
tion reserving some powers, such as li- 
censing of medical personnel, to the 
state. 


In a final move, the board concurred 


with association opposition to the remov- 
al of federal tax exemptions on interest 
earned on municipal bonds. The tax-free 
interest is an incentive for person* to 
buy municipal bonds, which are general- 
ly long-term investments «nd would oth- 
erwise be less attractive to buyers.

Area Police Chiefs Say Men 
Were Justified In Shooting 


Park Programs Discussed 


About 700 families in the southwest 


portion of Schaumburg Township will be 
able to make better use of the facilities 
in Schaumburg Park as the result of dis- 
cussion between residents of the area 
and the park district. 


A three man group from the Hanover 


Highlands area, which is within the vil- 
lage of Hanover Park, and the Schaum- 
burg Park District Board of Commission- 
ers was held Thursday. 


George Wilcox, spokesman for the 


group, stated residents of that area pay 
taxes into the Schaumburg Park District 
but seldom receive any information 
about programs. 


Park Board Pres. Robert Bock ac- 


knowledged the problem, but said there 
is difficulty in compiling a mailing list of 
the area, 


Wilcox stated he could supply a list of 


all the residents in that area. 


Wilcox also pointed to the need for a 


play area in the neighborhood. 


"We had eight children injured last 


summer by cars, because there was no 
place to play except the streets," Wilcox 
said. 


Paul Derda, director of the district, 


agreed to inspect the area next week to 
see what can be done. A small grade 
school site is in that neighborhood, but 
the park district does not hold title to the 
land and cannot make any improvements 
to it. No school construction is expected 
for several years. 


DERDA ALSO stated some improve- 


ments may be made by mid-summer on 


the park sites in the Sheffield park area. 


The park district had voiced concern 


over the land donated by Levitt and 
Sons, the developers of the area, saying 
most of it is swamp and drainage area. 


He said several portions of the donated 


land could be used for tot lot and play- 
ground equipment. 


The board met earlier with members 


of the Sheffield Park Homeowners Asso- 
ciation to discuss the fact that much of 
the land donated to the park district is 
unbuildable. 


Members of the homeowners group re- 


searched the preannexation agreement 
between Levitt and the village and con- 
cluded only half of the land donated by 


Levitt for public use, which amounts to 
15 per cent of the total development, had 
to be buildable. They said the school site 
on the east side of Springinsguth Road 
probably fulfilled that agreement. 


THE BOARD also announced the name

The police chiefs in Rolling Meadows

72, the truck driver reportedly came 
close to hitting Sgt. Nestor Motluck who 
tried to wave him down and the officer 
opened fire with his revolver. Another 
Elk Grove policeman, Lt. Fred Eng- 
elbrecht, fired during a later portion of 
the chase.

greatly increased if the application was 
made through a recognized state agency 
as opposed to submission by the local 
committee. 


The recognized agency in Cook County, 


Collins explained, 
is 
Comprehensive • 


Health Planning (CHP), Chicago. He 
suggested the committee, composed of 
four local village and two hospitals, fun- 
nel its application through CHP. Doing 
this would enhance the 
application's 


•.credibility, Collins said.

AFTER EXPRESSIONS of concern

Sunday's Rain Floods Roads. 
Residents Bail Basements 


Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates re- 


sembled a lake with many islands Sun- 
day morning, as a torrent of rain flooded 
homes, stranded cars, buckled at least 
one street and left many others impass- 
able. 


Even the best, most heavily traveled 


routes were affected. Higgins Road be- 
tween Roselle Road and Evanston Boule- 
vard was blocked by squad cars until 
mid-morning, when public works crews 
placed barricades in their stead. Hoff- 
man Estates police reported a dozen 
streets had been barricaded, and many 
more were at the point where they were 
nearly if not completely impassable. 


Complaints of flooded streets were too 


numerous for police to even count, as a 
second man was called in for emergency 
duty to help man telephones and the po- 
lice radio. Civil defense crews also were 
called to help with traffic in flooded 
areas. 


Jones Road, perennial lake of the sub- 


urb, was reported as one of the worst 
areas, with a car stranded mid-stream.

Public works crews were trying to locate 
the point at which a storm sewer appar- 
ently was blocked, said the mayor. While 
he said it could not be corrected until 
after the rain stopped, he added the time 
to locate the problem was during the 
storm.

Barrett Tells 
Tax Rate 
Procedures 


Cook County Clerk Edward J. Barrett 


has clarified what he said was an er- 
roneous opinion shared by the public, 
and a few members of the press, that his 
office "sets" tax rates. 


"Nothing could be farther from the 


truth." Barrett said, in explaining the ac- 
tual procedures which are involved in ar- 
riving at annual tax rates. 


"Actually, the office of the Cook Coun- 


ty clerk merely acts in a tax extension 
capacity, in conjunction with the office of 
the county assessor, and the Department 
of Local Government Affairs in Spring- 
field." he said. 


Barrett outlined the procedure as fol- 


lows: "Tax levies are filed in our office. 
These represent the amounts of monies 
required by each taxing district, to meef. 
their expenditures for all services and 
improvements, including expenses and 
salaries, in these respective districts. 


"The county assessor appraises the 


property and then puts a value on all 
real estate, personal property, and rail- 
roads. The Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs then determines a factor 
percentage which is used as a basis for 
all property throughout the state. 


"THIS FACTOR IS then sent back to 


our office," Barrett said, "and is applied 
to the valuation, as "set" by the county 
assessor. Then, this equalized valuation 
is computed by our office, and extended 
to arrive at the tax rate. 


"You can really see from this proce- 


dure," Barrett said, "that the office of 
the county clerk plays the smallest role 
of the three offices involved." 


Barrett said the office of the Cook 


County clerk was In "no way responsible 
for any increase in taxes." 


The increases are due to past ex- 


penditures for the operation of school dis- 
tricts, public welfare, municipal, and 
other governmental bodies. Also, the fac- 
tor which has been increased by the De- 
partment of Local Government Affairs. 


"The impression that my office "sets" 


tax rates is particularly unfair, when one 
considers that the office of the Cook 
County clerk has always been self-sup- 
porting, returning a monetary surplus 
annually to the office of the county treas- 
urer — an amount of approximately 
$250,000."

The public is also generally sensible 


enough to recognize that like the U.S.

to audit — or to the omniscient eye of 
columnist Jack Anderson. 


BY UNHEALTHY contrast, the strong- 


ly liberal Catholic Church in Holland has 
had two archconservative new bishops 
thrust upon them despite their anguished 
protests — by order of Pope Paul VI. 
This authoritarian flirting with ecclesias- 
tical revolution, in what is essentially a 
voluntary organization, has another dis- 
astrous effect: if His Holiness continues 
insisting upon the sole right to appoint 
bishops who have no accountability to 
anyone but himself, then the Holy Father 


must be held responsible for such things 
as the recent scandal in the Diocese of 
Santa Rosa, Calif. 


It was one of the best-kept secrets in 


California church history — until ex- 
posed by the San Francisco Examiner. 
For the Most Rev.-Leo T. Maher, now 
Bishop of San Diego, during his seven- 
year rule of the newly created Santa 
Rosa Diocese, completed a palatial man- 
sion for himself (which is now on the 
market for $275,000) during the same pe- 
riod in which he was running his diocese 
into external and internal debts of .more 
than $12 million. 


And what is even more appalling was 


the legal but highly questionable use of 
nearly $3 million in funds belonging to 
Hanna Boys Center — the "Boys Town of 
the West" — which funds had been de- 
posited in the Santa Rosa Diocesan of- 
fice. 


Hanna Boys Center is a noble cause, 


supported among other by many non- 
Catholics who can hardly be expected to 
be enthusiastic about their contributed 
funds having been used by a diocese en- 
gaged in such projects as the acquiring 
of a 14-room mansion with swimming 
pool, wine oellar and bar — for Bishop 
Maher. 


ONLY AFTER AN investigation by the 


California Attorney General's office was 
there a full financial accounting and a 
promise that these funds will be repaid 
by the Diocese of Santa Rosa to Hanna 
Boys Center. 


What boggles the mind is the Vatican's 


promotion of Bishop Maher to a much 
larger diocese (San Diego, in 1969) in 
spite of this financial holocaust — which 
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was apparently unknown to anyone else 
in the world, except one bookkeeper. Nei- 
ther the Vatican Curia nor the U.S. Cath- 
olic Conference is so modest in size that 
it is unable to keep tabls on the financial 
dealings of bishops. 


There are, however, some signs of 


hope. In San Diego, for example, the 
Priests Senate of the Diocese has suc- 
cessfully insisted upon full financial dis- 
closure by Bishop Maher, and an unusual 
degree of restraint in financial dealings. 
And by happy contrast to his palatial 
residential tastes in Santa Rosa, Bishop 
Maher's only reported improvement in 
the San Diego bishop's residence has 
been a repair of the ancient plumbing 
and a treatment for termites.

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The 50,000-Vote Question: What Happened To Paul Simon? 


by BOB LAHEY 


In Capitol corridors, hotel lobbies, 


coffee shops and saloons around Spring- 
field last week, one question was mulled 
over and over by political buffs: 


What happened to Paul Simon? 
Answers to the question are legion, and 


probably are to some degree correct. 


Reactions by veteran political observ- 


ers in both parties to the defeat of Demo- 
cratic Lt. Gov. Simon by Dan Walker 
bear out Walker's assessment of his vic- 
tory as the biggest political upset since 
Harry Truman pulled the White House 
out from under Thomas Dewey in 1948. 


Throughput the state, there are many 


who considered themselves expert in 
reading voting tides, but who now are 
grateful that they are not in the habit of 
gambling. 


There would be many a homeless 


Democrat today if all those who were 
predicting a runaway Simon victory had 
put their mortgages on the line. 


So, what happened? 


HERE ARE SOME of the theories: 
1. Simon's proposal to increase the 


state income tax to reduce other taxes 
turned off a majority of voters. 


2. The Republican crossover to the 


Democratic primary allowed thousands 
of GOP voters to cast ballots for Walker, 
whom they considered an easier oppo- 
nent for Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie. 


3. Simon ran against the wrong man, 


directing his attack against Ogilvie be- 
fore disposing of Walker in the primary. 


The secret of Walker's victory, it is 


suspected here, contains elements of all 
these theories. 


But it appears that the major reasons 


for the Walker upset must be attributed 
not so much to what Simon did wrong as 
to what Walker did right. 


What Walker did right, primarily, was 


to meet the most basic requirement of a 
political campaign,.organization. 


In the course of a year and a half, 


Walker established a formidable state- 


wide organization of doorbell ringers and 
envelope stuffers. 


Simon certainly had as formidable an 


organization — especially in'the regular 
Chicago Democratic organization. 


BUT IT IS APPARENT now that Sim- 


on's organized following did not function 
in the last critical weeks of the campaign 
with the effectiveness of the Walker or- 
ganization. 


Secondly, but probably more im- 


portantly, Walker apparently succeeded 
in convincing large numbers of voters, 
both Republican and Democratic, that 
Simon was indeed a protege of Chicago's 
Mayor Daley. 


All these elements overlap, but the Da- 


ley label applied by Walker to Simon 
must be considered the biggest single 
factor. 


In a year when voters were given the 


opportunity to vote in either primary 
election, the Republican -crossover was 
not surprising — given the lack of any 


meaningful contest on the GOP primary 
ballot. 


But one suspects that Walker suc- 


ceeded in convincing a great many down- 
state Republicans, as well as Democrats, 
that this was their first opportunity to 
cast a ballot against Daley. 


It appears that a considerable number 


of voters, although favorable to Paul Sim- 
on, voted for Walker as a protest against 
the mayor. A top official in Simon's of- 


to the dismay of many old-line politicians 
— fortifies the belief dhat he was running 
against the wrong man. 


SIMON WAS CONVINCED that he 


could convert the voters from opposition 
to the income-tax increase to support for 
it. And, indeed, there was evidence in the 
closing days of the campaign that he was 
beginning to achieve that. 


But the time schedule for turning the 


tax issue around was set for November. 
Immersed in optimistic predictions by 
party leaders throughout the state, Sim- 


on was convinced that he would defeat 
Walker on March 21 and have seven 
months in which to convince the elec- 
torate of the wisdom of his tax reform 
program, 
i 


Enveloped in this confidence, he failed 


to come up with a specific figure to tell 
the voters what they might expect in in- 
creased income taxes, and what they 
might save on the personal property, 
sales and real estate taxes. 


It was the wrong year to leave unans- 


wered questions about taxes.

He Escaped Nazi Death In 1944 


Back in 1944. Henry Eisler saved him- 


self from death in a Nazi concentration 
camp by lying about his age. 


Eisler now lives In Minneapolis. Last 


year, the man whose birth certificate 
and vital records were destroyed by the 
Nazis, received his first monthly social 
security retirement check. In America, 
he's a first-class citizen with an estab- 
lished identity. 


Henry Eister was a 44-year-old bach- 


e 1 o r tailor in Munkechevo, Czech- 
oslovakia, in 1944 when the Nazi Govern- 
ment began closing the Jewish shopsr 


Eisler ended up in Auschwitz. There, 


he told them he was only 35. The "35- 
year-old" Czech tailor was "young 
enough" to be recruited for slave labor 


— instead of the gas ovens. 


As a prisoner, he was severely hurt in 


a construction job and couldn't walk. He 
was ordered executed, but his life was 
spared because a stretcher couldn't be 
found to take him to his death. Another 
man was sent in his place. 


After the war, Eisler met and married 


another refugee, Janina Kullcr, and they 
migrated to Minneapolis in 1947. 


Even though he lacked records of his 


identity, Eisler applied for social secur- 
ity retirement benefits. In effect, he had 
to prove his very existence. Today, Eis- 
ler is retired. He gets monthly retire- 
ment checks from social security based 
on his earnings since coming to this 
country. 


Taxpayers Over 65 Years 
May Noiv Seek Exemptions 


An estimated 80,000 taxpayers over age 


63 in Cook County may now apply for tax 
relief under the Homestead Exemption 
Act through the office of Cook County 
Assessor P.J. Cullerton. 


By law, persons 65 or more on Jan. 1, 


1972 will be allowed an exemption or de- 
duction of 51,500 in equalized value. 


Tax experts have estimated the ex- 


emption will mean a savings of $100 to 
$125 for most qualified taxpayers. 


The exemption, however, takes effect 


on tax bills received in the spring of 1973 
for 1972 taxes. 


To qualify for the exemption, a tax- 


payer must be more than 65 years old as 
of Jan. 1. 1972, must be the owner of 
record of the property and must occupy, 
as a principal residence, the property for 
which the exemption is sought. 


THE "HOMESTEAD Exemption Appli- 


cation" form is available at the asses- 
sor's office in the county building, 118 N. 
Clark St., Chicago, or from many banks 
and 
savings and 
loan 
associations 


throughout the county. Expectedly, they 
also will soon be available through vari- 
ous township assessors. 


Proof of age and proof of ownership 


must be submitted with the application 
for the exemption. 


Medicare cards, birth certificates or 


other documents will be accepted as 
proof of age. To prove ownership, the ap- 
plicant must submit copies of a deed, 
owners title policy or other documents. 


The application must be submitted, ei- 


ther in person or by mail, to the county 
assessor's office no later than Sept. 1, 
1972. 


Those receiving the exemption must 


reapply for it each year. 


Marshall Theroux, Wheeling Township 


assessor, said he will assist any appli- 
cant in completing the application or 
compiling the necessary documentation 
to obtain the exemption. 


Theroux has estimated there are 1,000 


eligible taxpayers in Wheeling Township.

Sprinkling Planned 


An automatic sprinkling system will be 


designed for Harper College's athletic 
field at a cost not to exceed $2,000.

College administrators 
recommended installation of an esti- 
mated $19,700 automatic system at a 
school board meeting Thursday.

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*A Million Men Will Want To See What 1 Wrote About Them' 
40-Year Madam Retires To Memoirs

Across the table sits a 67-year-old 


woman. She Is an avid antique collector 
and loves to grow flowers, especially 
chrysanthemums. 


In the past month she has appeared 


with Dick Cavett, David Frost, David 
Susktod, has been on many radio stations 
and has been interviewed by scores of 
newspapers. 


But the reason for her sudden popu- 


larity and notoriety is not because of' her 
interest in antiques or flowers, but be- 
cause of her business career and a col- 
lection of memoirs about her rather un- 
usual calling. 


The woman is Pauline Tabor, and her 


claim to fame is a fast-selling auto- 
biography recounting the 40-plus years 
she ran bawdyhouses in various parts of 
Kentucky. 


"1 NEVER DREAMED I would be 


talking about my career as a madam in 
public, much less on nationwide tele- 
vision." Pauline said Saturday at the B. 
Dalton Bookseller store at Woodfield in 
Sehaumburg, where she autographed 
copies of "Pauline's Memoirs of the Ma- 
dam on Clay Street." 


Pauline said the promotional efforts 


for the book have allowed her to do a lot 
of traveling in recent weeks, but she 
added that she likes to spend more time 
browsing than rushing about. 


"Hell. I like to spend some time look- 


ing for antiques," she explained, simulta- 
neously reinforcing her contention' that 
her language is as salty as any sailor's. 


She added that if she makes any mon- 


ey from the book she would like to travel 
to Japan, primarily to examine the pri- 
ental flowers that she enjoys. 


"They don't put pockets in shrouds," 


she added to explain her feelings about 
saving money. 


Pauline also plans to sell her country 


home and 150 acre farm outside Bowling 
Green, Ky., in the near future so that she 
can move to Texas to be closer to one of 
her sons. 


She said the sale of the book should go 


well. 


"I FIGURE that I've had at least one 


million men come through my doors that 
will all want to see what I wrote about 
them and about 500,000 women who will 
want to see what I wrote about their hus- 
bands," Pauline said. 


Miss Tabor is an advocate of legalized 


prostitution in the United States. She 
feels that with proper medical super- 
vision, legalized prostitution would limit 
the veneral disease epidemic that has hit 
the country. 


On the topic of marriage, Pauline, who 


has been married twice — once to a 
woman should wait until she is at least 
25 to marry so that "she can see, know 
and learn a few things."

Dear Dr. Lamb — We read your col- 


umn every day. My husband has had his 
fifth light stroke, but, since we live in a 
small town, we can't find out from the 
library and out doctor doesn't tell us the 
meanings of some terms we need to 
know. Would you please tell me what is 
meant by syncope, erysipelas, adrenalin 
injection and auricular fibrillation? 


Dear Reader — Syncope is merely a 


medical term for fainting and,, of course, 
it can be caused by a wide variety of 
things, such as bad news, standing at at- 
tention in parade formation, a needle 
puncture for drawing blood, or it can be 
associated with a stroke. 
, Erysipelas refers to a bacterial in- 
fection of the skin and it usually requires 
immediate treatment. It is caused by the 
streptococcus, which is a variety of the 
same germ that can cause strep throat. 


Regarding adrenalin injection, adrena- 


lin is the chemical substance elaborated 
by the center of the small adrenalin 
gland that rests over the kidney. Adrena- 
lin is a vital substance to the body and 
mobilizes the body for "fight or flight" in 
response to stress. It has a powerful ac- 
tion on the heart and circulation and is 
injected as a medicine for this purpose 
under certain conditions. 


Auricular fibrillation or atrial fibrilla- 


tion refers to an irregularity of'the top 
part of the heart. The two top chambers 
of the heart are the atria. Sometimes 


they beat very rapidly or twitch or fibril- 
late. The rate may be around 500 beats 
per minute. When they do this, these two 
top chambers don't contract normally. 
Even so, the heart function may be ade- 
quate in healthy people because the ma- 
jor pumping action of the heart to the 
arteries is accomplished by the two bot- 
tom chambers (the ventricles). How well 
the heart functions in the presence of at- 
rial fibrillation depends on how rapidly 
the ventricles, or lower chambers, beat. 


ATRIAL FIBRILLATION has been ob- 


served in relatively healthy individuals 
who-don't have any significant evidence 
of heart disease and one can even have 
the" condition while engaged in fairly vig- 
orous physical activity. It can also occur 
as a complication of food poisoning, in- 
digestion or anything which disturbs the 
body chemistry. It may occur as a single 
episode with acute illnesses and it can be 
precipitated by drinking too much alco- 
hol. It also occurs in heart disease, in- 
cluding atherosclerosis and rheumatic 
heart disease.

The Long Hard 
Battle That's Still 


Being Fought 


(First in a scries) 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


The Equal Rights Amendment, void of 


its idealism, is at best a dash of words 
on a clean sheet of paper. 


It offers much but really promises 


nothing. It represents both a milestone to 
remember and a brand new battle to 
wage. 


The Senate vote March 22 that sent the 


w o m e n ' s equal rights constitutional 
amendment to the states for ratification 
marks the most recent advance in the 
legal war by women to win absolute 
equality with men. The House approved 
the measure last October. 


The 27th amendment will go into effect 


two years after it is ratified by at least 
three-fourths of the state legislatures. 


THE KEY paragraph to the amend- 


ment reads. "Equality of rights under 
the law shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any state on 
account of sex." 


Simple words to be sure, but represen- 


tative of years of a struggle that has nev- 
er ceased since women first rolled up 
their sleeves and went after the right to 
vote. 


On July 19.1848. a group of disgruntled 


housewives met In Seneca Falls, N.Y., 
and immediately put themselves under 
extreme public condemnation for de- 
manding equal voting rights. Ridiculous, 
they were told. 


However, the issue never died and ulti- 


mately women did win ... 72 years later 
when the 19th amendment was finally 
passed. 


Voting rights, however, proved to be 


merely one victory in a continuing war. 
It was the justification of one major dis- 
crimination amid a distressing array of 
others. 


While women's rights has been a live 


issue for decades, it has been within the 
last 10 years that the topic has exploded 
again into national focus. 


THE APPROACHES of the women's 


liberation movement have ranged from 
legal and sensible methods to change 
outmoded laws to revolutionary and bi- 
zarre tactics that quickly turned into 
newspaper print as scandalous female 
action. 


Though not doing much to upgrade the 


status of women, the "bra burners" and 
"bar stormers" did succeed in elevating 
women's rights from a topic of frivolity 
and loud laughs to a major daily issue. 


The 1970 Women's Strike for Equality, 


commemorating the SOth anniversary of 
women's suffrage, showed just how or- 
ganized women could become. The joke 
turned into meaty discussions. 


And just as the movement has slowed 


but never completely faltered, neither 
has there been a period altogether void 
of leadership. 


After her marriage to abolitionist Hen- 


ry Blackwell just preceding the Civil 
War, Lucy Stone continued to use her 
maiden name as a symbol of indepen- 
dence. Equal rights advocates now easily 
referred to as "feminists" and "libbers" 
were in those days nicknamed "Lucy 
Stoners," 


SUSAN B. ANTHONY, born in 1820, 


has today been elevated as the No. 1 he- 
roine. She has been singled out as the 
woman who spearheaded the equal rights 
movement. 


Upon the persuasion of articulate fe- 


minists, Gov. Richard Ogilvie this year 
proclaimed her birthday, Feb. 16, as Su- 
san B. Anthony Day in the state of Illi- 
nois. 


She was a very self-sufficient woman. 


It has been written that she was not out 
to completely alienate men nor was she 
even without male admirers, but biogra- 
phers agree there is no evidence "her 
passions were ever stirred." 


Demanding for women the same civil 


and political rights extended to male 
blacks by the 14th and 15th amendments, 
she claimed her right to vote as a person 


and citizen and did so in Rochester, 
N.Y., in 1872. She was arrested, tried and 
convicted but refused to pay the fine. 


SUSAN ANTHONY did not live long 


enough to see women gain the right to 
vote. Yet the frustrations and despairs 
belonging to her and other early sisters 
have never been laid to rest, continuing 
to be carried over with renewed strength 
into following generations. 


Now the demands are loud and clear . . 


. equal pay, equal opportunities . . . the 
right to become "first class citizens" and 
partake of all the advantages. 


The means to the end consist of a host 


of activated women working through a 
variety of well organized groups.'Some 
are attacking at the top ... 
providing 


effective lobbies for important meaning- 
ful legislation. Others work toward inde- 
pendence in a lesser yet still meaningful 
vein by providing counseling and educa- 
tional services urging women to individ- 
ually help themselves in seeking more 
worthwhile roles. 


WOMEN CURRENTLY involved in the. 


fight for women's rights can pick and 
choose their own movement leaders, 
some more brazen and militant than oth- 
ers ... yet all working toward the ulti- 
mate goal of equality before the law. 


The picturesque revolutionist can be 


characterized by leader Betty Friedan, a 
disenchanted housewife who shocked 
many men and women, too, with her 
open accusations and indictments against 
the opposite sex. 


She turned many heads with the publi- 


cation of her best selling book, "The 
Feminine Mystique." It was to be the 
first of a series of books written by wom- 
en for women who felt the confinements 
of present day society. 


Women quite pleasing to the eye, even 


by male standards, such as Germaine 
Greer, author of "The Female Eunuch," 
and Gloria Steinem, editor of Ms. Maga- 
zine, are day-to-day living endorsements 


SEEKING EACH OTHER out for more serious service. 
Women themselves turned the liberation movement into 


that beauty and brains do go together. 


R E P . SHIRLEY CHISHOLM, (D- 


N.Y.), became a national heroine over- 
night when in 1970 she declared 
she 


would seek the Democratic nomination 
for President. It couldn't have created 
more of a stir. It would be the first time 
an individual, both black and female, 
would be running for President. 


And so the ERA that Rep. Martha W. 


Griffiths, (D-Mich.), diligently worked 
for, represents a flood of new opportu- 
nities . . . if it is ratified by 38 states 
and, more important, if it is taken se- 
riously and interpreted 
as the mo- 


mentous piece of legislation it can be. 


The underlying problem will continue 


to be one of attitude. Implementation is 
still up for grabs. 


REP. EUGENIA S. Chapman, (D-Ar- 


lington Heights), introduced a resolution 
in the Illinois House just last week call- 
ing for the Illinois General Assembly to 
ratify the 27th amendment. Senate spon- 
sor of the same resolution was Sen. Es- 
ther Saperstein, (D-Chicago), the upper 
chamber's only woman member. 


The resolutions received enough co- 


sponsors to guarantee passage, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Chapman. 


Yet because of a section in the new 


constitution, there is a question whether 
the amendment can be voted on in this 
current legislative session. Action may 
have to be postponed until January of 
1973. 


Once passed by the states, it will be up 


to the courts to decide just how to handle 
i t . . . up to governmental agencies as to 
how to enforce it. 


"THAT IS WHY corrective legislation 


is still needed," said Mrs. Chapman. "To 
adequately spell out the issues instead of 
relying on the courts. 


"The effect is on the entire society.

Headstart Program, Garden Variety

One could set the vernal equinox by 


me. It occurs the instant that I decide 
that THIS year I am going to have the 
nice early garden plants, and that THIS 
year I will plan carefully, and that THIS 
year I will follow through. 


At that precise moment the earth tilts 


towards the sun in that precise ang'le 
that determines it is vernally equinoc- 
tial, and spring begins. Tipped in that 
annual direction, I begin buying seeds at 
a gradual rate, mixing them in with my 
grocery purchases so my husband — a 
famous plant hater — won't notice. 


Because of our climate, it is impossible 


for me to wait until "the soil is workable 
and the danger of frost is past." In 
March the prospect of this seems likely 
to occur some time in August. So, under 
the guise of an educational project for 
the children, I start seeds of about 15 
varieties of annuals in pots on every win- 
dow sill and under every flourescent 
light. 


NOW I MUST admit that I haven't had 


a great deal of luck starting seeds inside. 
Sometimes they get spindly and keel 


over and die. Sometimes I forget to wa- 
ter them. And sometimes they don't 
sprout at all. 


My friend and next-door neighbor, 


Alice Flaxton, is an excellent gardener. I 
was explaining this year's version of my 
Spring Thing to her several weeks ago, 
when the garden columnists were giving 
the "go" sign for starting garden plants 
indoors. I told her that I tried year after 
year but produced only a few plants suit- 
able for use outside. 


"What are you planting? she asked, 


ready to analyze my problem. 


"Oh, things like petunias and snapdra- 


gons," I said, "but they never seem to 
come up." 


"You ought to try bigger seeds," Alice 


advised. "They are'somewhat sturdier in 
the crucial sprouting stage." 


I FOLLOWED Alice's direction and, 


contrary to my usual experience with her 
advice, I was sorry. 


When I told her this, Alice seemed con- 


fused. 


"They're growing, aren't they?" 
"They sure are," I said, "but one of 


the things I chose was sunflowers. After 


three weeks those plants are so big they 
have taken over the dining room. My 
husband goes in there and holds them at 
bay with a chair and a whip." 


I invited Alice over to review the situ- 


ation. She agreed that it sounded very 
grave. By the time she arrived, the sun- 
flower plants, in leaning into the living 
room to catch the afternoon sun, had 
knocked over a lamp, caught up two ash- 
trays and grown through the caning on a 
chair in front of the window. 


ALICE SURVEYED the problem and 


suggested that the only solution was to 
open the dining room window from the 
outside, lift out the sunflower pots and 
slam the window down on the stems. In a 
week or so we would be able to use the 
living room and dining room again be- 
cause by then the stalks and leaves 
would be dry enough to be easily re- 
moved. 


Now I am waiting for the weather to 


warm up enough for me to buy flats of 
annuals at a nursery. I'll do this again 
with complete resignation, accepting the 
fact that another pre-spring planting ses- 
sion has gone to pot.

Two Plans 


For O'Hare 


The seriousness of the problem 


of O'Hare International Airport — 
as it relates to its suburban neigh- 
bors — was called to public atten- 
tion recently by legislation pro- 
posed by two suburban legislators. 


State Rep. Robert Juckett, R-4th, 


and U.S. Rep. Abner Mikva, D-2nd, 
have launched separate attacks on 
a highly audible problem to North- 
west suburban residents — airport 
noise and pollution. 


Mikva's proposal, recently rein- 


trodtteed in Congress, properly 
places the federal government as 
the major mover for controlling 
airport noise. 


The 
proposal 
would 
outlaw 


sonic booms, create a commission 
to study a night flight ban, allow 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency to set noise standards and 
end the federal monopoly on con- 
trol of flights by allowing local 
communities to impose noise con- 
trols. 


Rightly so, the federal govern- 


ment must be the central agency 
for developing overall, road-based 
strategy for 
controlling 
noise. 


Through such agencies as the Fed- 
er a 1 
Aviation 
Administration 


(FAA), the airline industry can be 
forced to do research and devel- 
opment of effective noise and pollu- 
tion eontrf1 systems. 


If local communities can have 


the way cleared to enforce anti- 
noise ordinances, it will mark a 
new clout for villages and cities 
which cluster around airports. 


Des Plaines, for example, is 


studying an anti-noise ordinance; a 
court test of the ordinance is ex- 
pected. Approval of Mikva's pack- 
age of proposals could mark the 
beginning of increasing concern by 
large municipal airports for law- 
wielding suburban officials. 


O'Hare is governed by a board in 


the city of Chicago — a matter to 
which Juckett's bill is addressed. 


Juckett's plan would place control 
of O'Hare in the hands of a state 
authority, w h o s e five members 
would be appointed by the Illinois 
Governor. 


No more than three of the five 


would be members of the same po- 
litical party, according to the Juck- 
ett plan. The members would be 
mostly suburbanites, according to 
Juckett, and thus more responsive 
to the sounds of 747s landing at 
O'Hare. 


Taking control away from Chi- 


cago is a logical geographic deci- 
sion, as O'Hare is an island con- 
nected to Chicago by a thin strip of 
annexed land. Geographically it 
has nothing in common with the 
city. 


The suburbs deserve to have a 


much greater voice in airport con- 
trol. We're the beneficiaries and 
victims of O'Hare, whether through 
air pollution, noise, the attraction 
of business by the airport, con- 
struction, and so forth. 


However, placing the airport un- 


der a state board will do little by 
itself to resolve the problems that 
the world's busiest airport has 
created. Pollution will not dis- 
appear overnight simply because 
Gov. Ogilvie, instead of Mayor Da- 
ley, is the boss of the airport. 


More important are federal steps 


to control the industry which has 
contributed to the problems at 
O'Hare. With suburbs exercising 
increasing clout, as conceived by 
Mikva's legislation, a change in 
governing O'Hare would be almost 
irrelevant to the problem. 


O'Hare International Airport will 


always be a mixed blessing and 
curse to the Northwest suburbs. It 
can be less of a curse if govern- 
ment, through its power to regulate 
aviation, can effectively control 
the airlines and airplanes which 
make it so vital — and annoying — 
to this area. 


Price On Road Death 


It is impossible to place a dollar 


value on a human life. Sometimes, 
however, it is cold-bloodedly neces- 
sary when deciding for or against 
proposed safety standards, notes 
the Insurance Institute for High- 
way Safety. 


The most commonly cited dollar- 


value of a human life is that of the 
National Safety Council. Its figure 
of $45,000 is based on wage loss, 
medical expense, insurance admin- 
istrative costs and property dam- 
age. 


In attempting to determine the 


cost-benefit ratio of proposed un- 
derrides for large trucks (special 
guards to prevent automobiles 
from running under the rear), the 
National Highway Traffic Adminis- 
tration reached a "more realistic" 
estimate of $200,000 per life. It de- 
cided that the cost of the under- 
rides still would not be worth the

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Do You Have Noncompliance Blues? 


by DEAN C. MILLER 


NEW YORK (UPl)-Ask the average 


American to tell you what the initial 
HMO stands for and he'll probably shrug 
his shoulders. Yet HMO's - health 
Maintenance Organizations — in the near 
future may affect the cradle-to-grave ex- 
istence of virtually every American and 
large segments of the economy. 


Basically, an HMO consists of a group 


of doctors practicing together to provide 
medical care to persons enrolled with the 
group in return for a fixed fee paid in 
advance. An HMO stresses preventive 
health care and assumes responsibility 
for the health needs of the enrollee and 
his family. 


Amid pained national clamor for a 


cheaper, more effective health care sys- 
tem, the HMO concept emerges as the 
one which seems to have the broadest 
support. Statistics indicate HMO's pri- 
ventive care approach reduces costs, 
shortens hospital stays, keeps people 
alive longer and results in fewer babies 
being born dead or prematurely. 


the HMO concept has found support 


among conservatives and liberals, doc- 
tors and patients, insurance companies 
and a range of political leaders from 
President Nixon to Senator Kennedy. 
There is disagreement, and some of it 
sharp, on how HMO's should be set up. 
But many leaders and organization agree 
HMO may be the way to restructure the 
complex of hospitals, clinics, labora- 
tories, and medical know-how which cost 
Americans $75 billion last year in health 


care bills. 


IF THIS HAPPENS, it would be the 


biggest revolution in the history of the 
country's vast health care industry. 


There are some dangers .and draw- 


backs in such a system. 


To set up such a network of talent, hos- 


pitals and clinics would require great or- 
ganizational talent in this field, and the 
supply is limited. 


If an inexperienced organizer set up an 


HMO and it failed, thousands of people 
could be left unprotected. 


An HMO which is short of funds might 


scrimp on services, And the cost would 
be high. 


A network of 9,000 HMO's such as 


some government officials envision by 
1980 could cost as much as $47.2 billion, 
and probably more with inflationary fac- 
tors figured in. About half that ex- 
penditure would be tunneled into the con- 
struction industry and another big chunk 
into supplies. 


The Nixon administration has called 


for the creation of 1,700 HMO's by 1976 to 
cover the health needs of 40 million 
people. A 9,000 unit network would take 
care of about 90 per cent of the popu- 
lation. About 8 million Americans now 
belong to HMO-type groups, according to 
HEW.

Employers, have you got the equal em- 


p l o y m e n t opportunity noncompliance 
blues? 


A r e your recruiting ads dis- 


criminatory? Have you failed to promote 
the women and minorities on you staff? 
Worse yet, did you neglect to hire them? 
Did you advertise for a young, aggres- 
sive college grad, and then turn away a 
middle-aged woman with only a high 
school diploma who showed up for an in- 
terview? Did you balk at the thought of 
hiring a

Companies doing business with the 


state or federal government are dis- 
covering that they must comply with 
equal employment 
opportunity 
regu- 


lations. The alternative could be the loss 
of contract or subcontract, or a lawsuit 
charging discrimination. 


These regulations spell the end of the 


line for many traditional forms of re- 
cruiting and retaining personnel. Person- 
nel directors may simply lose the battle 
of compliance with red tape and a heap 
of regulations. There are sheaves of 
guidelines to read, affirmative action 
programs to devise, records to be kept, 
statistics to compile, on-the-job training 
and promotion programs to be tested, re-

In a recent column we called attention 


to a dilemma that's posed by joint own- 
ership of a residence by husband and 
wife, and a potential tax liability for the 
surviving spouse. 


Since the column is read by a national 


audience, we pointed out that "the deci- 
sion as to what's best in each case will 
be affected by individual state laws . . ." 
Still, a number of readers who did check 
with local officials have written to ask, 
"What tax liability?" One in Michigan 
said it appeared to apply only in the case 
of large estates. 


These readers are in a fortunate, small 


majority — residents of the states, such 
as Michigan, which have no inheritance 
or estate tax. For others, the dilemma is 
that while joint ownership probably will 
avoid the expense and inconvenience of 
probate, it is likely to result in the sur- 
viving spouse having to pay an estate or 
inheritance tax. 


For these people, the decision to be 


made is: What horn of the dilemma, giv- 
en their particular circumstances, is the 
longer and the sharper? What will be the 
probable value of the estate? Under their 
state's tax schedule, what would the tax 
amount to? Finally, would that tax be a 
lesser evil than probate expense? 


FOR MOST FAMILIES, the federal es- 


tate tax doesn't have to be reckoned 
with. The marital deduction, available to 
the surviving spouse, is half the value of 


the estate. Besides that, there's a basic 
exemption of $60,000. Thus the tax base 
on assets of $120,000 would be reduced to 
$60,000 by marital deduction. Then the 
basic exemption would reduce the tax 
base to zero. So there's generally no fed- 
eral tax on estates under $120,000. 


Estate or inheritance taxes at the state 


level, though, frequently lay heavy bur- 
dens on those with little ability to pay. 
Our earlier column was prompted by a 
letter from a resident of New York state, 
where the tax is levied on all estates val- 
ued at $20,000 or more. 


Because he and his wife held title to 


their residence "in joint tenancy," the 
tax authorities held that half the value of 
the home was in asset of the wife's es- 
tate, and hence taxable. Actually the 
home had been purchased wholly out of 
the husband's earnings; he was being 
taxed on what was his own. And since 
he's living on Social Security, it's a tax 
that weighs heavily indeed. 


IT'S SOMETHING to keep in mind, 


even for those fortunate residents of 
states that now have no inheritance or 
estate tax. Lawmakers, ever hungry for 
more funds, aren't likely to overlook for 
long another source of tax revenues. 


If such a tax is proposed in a here- 


tofore taxless state, certainly an ex- 
emption should be provided for the value 
of a homestead that a husband and wife 
hold in joint tenancy. If the lawmakers 
don't provide it, a voter uprising can.

OFFERING A remedy for those suffer- 


ing a bout with the noncompliance blues 
is the Human Resources Committee of 
the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce. 
The committee has compiled an equal 
opportunity compliance checklist for 
companies struggling to meet govern- 
ment guidelines. 


The Chamber offers a review of af- 


firmative action goals and timetables, 
statistics, hiring practices and on-the-job 
program in this field. The regulations 
are spelled out by the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission, the Office 
of Federal Contract Compliance and the 
Fair Employment Practices Commis- 
sion, among others. 


Compliance with equal employment op- 


portunity laws is more than a legal re- 
quirement, according to Phillip T. Drotn- 
ing, director of urban and minority af- 
fairs for the Standard Oil Co., (Indiana). 
Drotning, based in Chicago, was among 
keynote speakers at a recent equal em- 
ployment opportunity seminar sponsored 
in Chicago by the Illinois State Chamber 
of Commerce. 


"Most companies feel that their re- 


sponsibility is doing the minimum neces- 
sary to comply with law," he said. A 
more enlightened attitude is the in- 
stitution of an affirmative action plan 
which includes not only the hiring and 
promotion of minorities, and in addition, 
a plan to develop the strengths of the 
m i n o r i t y community, according to 
Drotning. 


EMPLOYERS SHOULD direct their at- 


tention to the "shocking" neglect of hu- 
man resources, more important than the 
waste of capital or natural resources, ac- 
cording to Drotning. A huge labor pool is 
comprised of the young school dropouts 
and the older workers who find their 
skills are obsolete, he said. These groups

could be utilized if they are trained or 
r e t r a i n e d . Women, blacks, Spanish- 
speaking persons and the poor are also 
components of this labor pool which 
could be a tremendous boon to American 
business, Drotning said. 


American businesses must implement 


the spirit as well as the letter of the law 
if equal employment opportunity is to be 
meaningful, said Connie Mack Higgins, 
another seminar speaker. He is assistant 
to the administrators, Small Business 
Administration, and director of Equal 
Employment Opportunity and Compliance 
in Washington, D.C. 


Equal employment is one of many 


areas where businessmen working to- 
gether can solve current social problems, 
Higgins said. Equal opportunity means 
the equal right to advance and achieve, 
he said, noting that there was full em- 
ployment for the slaves on early Ameri- 
can plantations. 


Does, in fact, equal employment oppor- 


tunity exist in your company? Are you 
active in the education in your commu- 
nity? How about training programs and 
housing and the relocation of workers 
whose companies have moved from the 
city to the suburbs? These were among 
the questions posed by William M. Far- 


row Jr., director of manpower devel- 
opment for Commonwealth Edison Co., 
Chicago.

is measured qualitatively as well as 
quantitatively, he said. If numbers are 
the only result of an affirmative action 
plan, then results are being measured as 
"just jobs." 


"Equal opportunity must become a 


working, growing way of business life,'' 
Farrow continued. The keystone of this 
effort is the realization that it means 
more than just jobs, he said. Farrow 
said equal opportunity plans should in- 
clude motivational programs for women, 
blacks, Latins and other workers. 


Ashby G. Smith Jr., superintendent of 


the Illinois State Employment Service in 
Chicago, said the employment of persons 
recently discharged from military ser- 
vice and of welfare recipients has an 
added bonus of saving welfare payments. 
His agency will assist Illinois firms in 
setting up affirmative action plans for 
equal employment opportunities. The 
service also operates a massive refferal 
service for the approximately 4,000 ex- 
servicemen entering the state each 
as well as other persons seeking employ- 
ment.

be seen roaming freely In all of Illinois, 
coverged on hilltops, assembling around 
their lender. 


A few wolfpacks are still in the wild, 


but they are slowly losing ground to man 
and his "conquest" of the wilderness. 
The wolf once called all of the temperate 
zone his home and lived in all of North 
America, But today, on this continent, he 
is found only in Alaska, parts of Canada

from their offspring we had the begin- 
ning of the Brookfield wolfpack." 


On the average there has been one lit- 


ter of young born every year since. 


Today there are 10 wolves in the pack 


— five males and five females. The aver- 
age wolfpack in the wild is seven, al- 
though groups of 20 and 21 have been 
seen. 
' 


The zoo provided the wolves with a ce- 


ment blockhouse to be used as a den. 
The wolves never used it. Instead, they 
dug their own den in the ground with 
room to accommodate eight wolves 


The 10 wolves range in age from 2 to 


almost 15. The oldest is one of the origi- 
nal five wolf pups of 1958. He once was 
the leader and still occasionally leads the 
pack in single-file formation around the 
pen. 


IN THE WORLD of wolves, everyone 


knows his place. Those most important 
are regarded with respect and it is com- 
manded from all the rest who are less

important. 


A wolf leader will achieve leadership 


during the age of four to eight years. He 
is then in his prime. But he does not 
have to be the strongest or the biggest to 
rise to the throne. He just convinces all 
the others that he is the most dominant 
through daily contact. 


In the years Rabb has been observing 


the wolves, he has never seen a wolf 
seize the leadership alone. He explained, 
"It's more of a 'palace coup' with one or 
two other wolves aiding the insurgent in 
the takeover. The reasons of why and 
how this happens are poorly under- 
stood." 


The leader does little or none of the 


mating. He is too busy petroling the area 
and acting as a judicious Solomon set- 
tling disputes. 


He leads the attacks, points the route 


to follow at a fork in the trail, and marks 
out the range where the pack will hunt 
and live. He is shrewd and intelligent. 
The pack's survival depends on him. 


Wolves become sexually mature at two 


years; however, they are not ready to 
take their place in the pack until they 
are four.' 


"The 
mating is left to the lesser 


males,' and the females choose who they 
will accept as mates," explained Rabb. 
When a leader is replaced by a younger 
male, he joins the mating males. 


ONE INSTINCT IN all wolves is love 


of young. "All wolves regard their new- 
born with a parental fondness. This ex- 
tends to all members of the pack. An 
aunt or uncle will look after the litter 
while the mother hunts for food," Rabb 
said. 


This love, too, extends to young of oth- 


er animals that wolves will adopt. 


"A mistaken belief of most people is 


that the wolf is vicious and vengeful," 
Rabb said. "It has been proven many 
times .. . that wolves feed mainly on old 
and diseased animals or unguarded 
young." 


They do not attack man unless they 


are provoked, 


"Really, the wolves here lead an easy 


.life since they're separated from 
man," 


Rabb said. "Man often acts through emo- 
tion, and man's emotion has been the 
wolf's downfall." 


WOLVES VARY in color. Brindle, a 
mixture of black and white, is the 
color of the adults at Brookfield Zoo. 
As with humans, the dark hair be- 
comes gray with age.

Village Won't 
Back Low-Income 
Housing Locally 


The Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustee* "is not sympathetic to low-in- 
come bousing . . . being foisted" on the 
village "when we consider it to be an 
areawide problem." 


That is the position taken by Village 


Are*. Charles Zettek in a letter sent late 
last week to members of the village's 
housing commission. The letter is in re- 
sponse to the commission's report, which 
urged the board to contact developers to 
provide tow and moderate-income hous- 
ing in the village, 


In the letter to the commission, Zettek 


said the village may consider estab- 
lishment of moderate-income bousing 
and housing for senior citizens. He also 
asks that the commission contact other 
similar bodies in the northwest suburban 


Chiefs Say 
Men Justified 
In Shooting 


The police chiefs In Rolling Meadows 


and Elk Grove Village said Friday they 
believe the four policemen who fired 
their guns at a truck during a chase 
Thursday morning were justified in using 
their weapons. 


Both said, however, they have not yet 


received complete written reports from 
all the men from their departments in- 
volved in the chase. 


Officers from both departments fired 


at the truck during the chase through 
three towns. The truck had been stolen 
from a U-Haul rental agency in West 
Chicago and the driver was a 16-year-old 
escapee from St. Charles Reformatory. 


When the driver, a Buffalo Grove 


youth, finally was arrested after crash- 
ing the truck at Rte. 53 and Kirchoff 
Road, police searched him and the truck 
and found no weapons. The suspect was 
not hit by the gunfire and walked away 
from the crash. 


A report submitted to Rolling Meadows 


Chief Lewis Case by Sgt. Charles Poel- 
lien, one of the men in the chase who 
fired at the truck, clarified several 
points. 


Poellien said police first tried to stop 


the truck at 3:58 a.m. Thursday on Al- 
gonquin Road near Tollvlew Drive be- 
cause the truck had no rear license plate 
light. 


DURING THE CHASE, Poellien said, 


the truck driver ran through two Elk 
Grove Village police roadblocks. At the 
first, at Arlington Heights Road and Rte. 
72, the truck driver reportedly came 
close to hitting Sgt. Nestor Motluck who 
tried to wave him down and the officer 
opened fire with his revolver. Another 
Elk Grove policeman, Lt. Fred Eng- 
elbrecht, fired during a later portion of 
the chase. 


Poellien said he fired two rounds from

area to prepare a joint recommendation 
on the housing problem. 


The letter notes that the village would 


only consider action on the housing prob- 
lem if undertaken as a joint venture by 
area communities. 
| 


"THIS IS IN keeping with our posture 


that in the area of housing we do not 
consider Elk Grove Village to be unique, 
and most sincerely believe that positive 
action, whatever form it may take, will 
only be initiated as a joint venture by the 
neighboring Northwest suburban commu- 
nities," the letter states. 


"If low and/or moderate-income hous- 


ing is indeed needed, then areawide plan- 
ning must be incorporated in order to 
effectively remedy this problem and at 
the same time avoid any one municipal- 
ity being unduly burdened in this mat- 
ter." 


Zettek asks that the joint commissions' 


"common objective . . . would be to de- 
fine housing problems as they relate to 
the Northwest area and offer suggested 
remedies that might be taken in con- 
cert" by the local governments in the 
Northwest suburban area. 


The village's position on moderate-in- 


come and elderly bousing, as expressed 
in the letter, is that such housing would 
be considered if "the major developers 
would agree that land was available for 
the aforementioned housing and said 
housing would essentially comply with 
the village's zoning and building codes." 


THE HOUSING commission report, 


submitted to the board Nov. 23, asked for 
funding of the commission for further 
study and open meetings. 


The commission's recommendation to 


contact developers about low and moder- 
ate-income housing was based on a sur- 
vey which showed a need for 1,055 low- 
income housing units and 922 moderate- 
income units. 


After submitting the .report, Commis- 


sion Cbairmad Neil Cooney, author of the 
proposal to contact developers, said he 
felt the survey was the major work of 
the panel and saw little need for more 
study. He urged the board to take the 
survey and try to meet the needs cited 
by talking to developers. 


Other members of the commission, 


however, urged that the commission con- 
tinue its work. Specifically, the commis- 
sion urged holding open meetings to 
gather information and then relate the 
need found to the currently available 
housing. The commission, which has 
been inactive since submitting the re- 
port, promised to make a final report 
within six months.

Cops Refute Service Conflict Charge 


The Elk Grove Village Police Depart- 


ment produced statistics Thursday show- 
ing they have a good working relation- 
ship with the staff of Elk Grove Village 
Community Service. 


Last month the Community Service 


Board was told by Police Lt. William 
Kohnke, who is also a board member, 
that village policemen hesitated to refer 
persons to the municipally funded coun- 
seling agency because they could not 
continue to get information from persons 
who were working with counselors. 


Det. Mel Mack, a police youth officer, 


said Kohnke's statements were not true, 
adding, "When I send a kid to Commu- 
nity Service I send them because I think 
they need help. I don't go over and bug 
the social workers to drain them of all 
the information they've got on dope." 


Mack added, "Most of the people we 


refer are children who seem to have a 
distinct problem, either multiple contacts 
with us or a family problem that sticks 
out like a sore thumb." 


IN ADDITION TO Mack's comments, 


Police Chief Harry Jenkins sent a memo 
to Village Mgr. Charles Willis, with 
copies to the Community Service Board, 
denying Kohnke's statements. 


The memo stated, "If there is a lack of 


belief that Community Service coun- 
seling is doing its job, it is not supported 
by the office of the chief of police nor by 
the youth officers of the police depart- 
ment." 


The chief also stated that during 


January and February of this year, the 
department 
had recommended 
coun- 


seling in 37 cases, 10 of which indicated 
they would contact Community Service. 


Community Service Executive Dir. 


Jordan Rosen explained to the board that 
Community Service statistics on refer- 
rals from the police, which showed only 
four since Jan. 1, included only those 
cases which actually came in for treat- 
ment, not those who were referred but 
did not begin counseling. 


ROSEN SAID IN the future reports 


would be made on all referrals, not just 
those who undertake counseling. He said 
four referrals were made during the past 
month, but did not begin counseling. 


Community Service board members 


asked whether the police or Community 
Service staff could ensure contact with 
the persons referred, perhaps by having 
a counselor on call for police in emer- 
gencies. 


"When a tooth quits aching, a dentist 


appointment becomes less and less desir- 
able, and it's the same way with coun- 
seling," Board Member Edward Kenna 
said. 


Mack said the police "do our darndest 


to get these people to come in," but 
added there were limitations on how 
much they could do. He said that of the 
four families referred last month who did 
not go in for counseling, "I have a feel- 
ing we are going to see them again. I 
hope not, but that's my guess." 


IN ADDITION, Mack said Chief Jen- 


kins has requested a social worker to be 
assigned to the department to do crisis 
counseling. If the request is granted in 
next year's budget, he said, the social 
worker could make personal referrals to 
Community Service. 


Board members said they supported 


the idea of a social worker assigned to 
the police, and added that they would 
like to see something arranged so the 
Community Service staff could do crisis 
intervention when the police need it. 


Rosen said that in the application for 


mental health funds from the State of 
Illinois, Community Service has asked 


for funds to hire an outreach worker, 
who would spend most of his time out- 
side the office. That person, he said, 
could work with the police. 


Further testimony on the relationship 


between the police department and Com- 
munity Service came from an adult vol- 
unteer who works on the Listening Post 
telephone hotline. 


"In the five months I have worked on 


the hotline, I've had eight contacts with 
the police," the volunteer said. "From 
my point of view at the bottom of the 
organizational chart, there is glowing co- 
operation between the two departments." 


Police, Teen Relations Meet Set 


A committee of Elk Grove Village po- 


' lice, Community Service Board members 
and staff and high school students will 
present recommendations next month on 
programs to improve relations between 
police and teens. 


The recommendations will be pre- 


sented to the Community Service board 
by Counselor David Rodehouse, who has 
been a member of the committee, said 
Jordan Rosen, executive director of 
Community Service. 


The committee has held five meetings 


at the high school and has involved vari- 
ous police officers and students who have 
discussed the problems between the two 
groups, Rosen said. 


Among the suggestions that have been 


discussed, Rosen said, have been ideas 
for a class in law enforcement to be of- 
fered at Hie high school and training pro- 
grams on the problems of children and 
youth for police officers, he said.

The two received presents from the 


board for I heir service and also received 
a testimonial from Joe Stecker, a Mount 
Prospect resident who for some time was 
a gadfly at board meetings, asking ques- 
tions and criticizing actions. 


Sleeker had not attended a board meet- 


ing since last summer, after he left a 
budget meeting in a huff because he was 
not allowed to speak. But he appeared 
for Harvey's and Neuhauser's last meet- 
ing on what he called a "social call." 


"1 THOUGHT it was the least 1 could 


do," Stecker said, "because more than a 
tot of people I know what happens at 
these board meetings and the frustra- 
tions that go along with them, including 
harassment from the public, like me. I'd 
like to give both these gentlemen my 
personal thanks for serving on the 
board." 


On that note, the new board, with Al- 


bert Domanico and Gerald Smiley, began 
its deliberations. It quickly became clear 
that the board's job, for the next few 
months, is going to be as frustrating as 
Stecker said it would be.

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A Flaming Cross Sears Golden Rule

When Randy and Joanine Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashionable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 
fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby. 


"I just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs. Larson, "because the family 
was so terrific. We didn't think twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROF. WILLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 
wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch ... after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around," the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said. "He was 
hollering at my husband ... he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 


Probe Leads To Robbery, Murder Charge 


Charges against three suburban teen- 


agers have been filed in connection with 
a murder and a series of armed rob- 
beries. 


The arrests followed a lengthy in- 


vestigation that included "around-the- 
clock work" last Thursday and Friday, 
according to one police spokesman. 


Arrested were Greg Vern Christiensen, 


17, of 137 Berkshire Ln., Wheeling; Wil- 
liam Stinger Jr., 19, of Half Day; and a 
14-year-old Downers Grove boy. Accord- 
ing to a sheriff's police spokesman. Stin- 
ger and the juvenile have been charged 


with the murder of Leslie Jiplin, a Con- 
venience food store manager, March 12 
in Carpentersville. 


According to police Joplin and another 


employe were alone in the store when 
two persons entered the store and de- 
manded money. Joplin was shot to death 
and the employe was wounded. The ban- 
dits escaped with an estimated $150. 


Police have charged Christiensen with 


several counts of armed robbery in con- 
nection with holdups at a Des Plaines 
K-Mart Store and one at a grocery store 
on Elmhurst Road in unincorporated Elk 


Grove Township. 


The arrests, late Thursday and early 


Friday resulted from an investigation 
that began several months ago. Involved 
were police from Wheeling, Carpenters- 
ville, Des Plaines and the Miles bureau 
of the Cook County Sheriff's Police. 


Stinger was arrested late Thursday 


night in a Buffalo Grove restaurant. The 
arrests of Stinger and Christiensen were 
related to a series of raids made late 
Thursday and early Friday in which sev- 
eral teens were arrested and later re- 
leased. 


cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours ... and he lit it 
with gasoline."

"They snub their noses . . . and the per- 
son across the street has shades on the 
windows and never has them open." 


The Hanover Park police have in- 


vestigated the incidents and civil rights 
groups also have been contacted. 


"I don't want to condemn the commu- 


nity,;' Williamson said. "A lot of people 
have given positive reaction to us."

Reservoir To Aid 
Flood Problem 


A massive flood control reservoir pro- 


posed in Lake County is expected to give 
a shot in the arm to Wheeling's own flood 
control program.

cago, said, "This is the first step in nego- 
tiating a cooperative agreement with 
Buffalo Grove, Lake County Forest Pre- 
serve District, and the Lake County 
Board of Supervisors. Authority to nego- 
tiate a cooperative agreement with the 
agencies was granted at the last board 
meeting.

"THE RESERVOIR located west of 


Arlington Heights Road in Lake County, 
is included in the district's 10-year pro- 
gram. The project has been delayed be- 
cause most of the land required is in 
Lake County and, therefore, beyond our 
ability to acquire by condemnation," 
Egan said. 


"The project will result in significant 


reduction in flood damages downstream 
in Buffalo Grove and Wheeling, and 
some unincorporated areas, as well as 
decreasing health hazards and inconven- 
iences. In addition, recreation and open- 
space benefits of the site would accrue to 
the residents of Lake County," Egan 
said. 


Nearly 150 acres of land will be needed 


for the project, with 13 acres in Cook 
County. Approximate cost of the land is 
$1,800,000. Data now available for the 
project indicates the construction cost to 
be $300,000 for the 700 acre-foot reser- 
voir. The Metropolitan Sanitary District 
will participate in funding half of the to- 
tal project cost. 


The MSD also participated in the costs 


of Wheeling's Heritage Park West basin, 
paying $180,000, which was approximate- 
ly two thirds of the construction cost for 
the basin. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said the proposed reservoir would be 
"helpful" to Wheeling. 


PASSOLT SAID HE was pleased that 


the reservoir was planned now before the 
area north of Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove is fully developed. 


"Unfortunately, a lot of areas don't do 


this until they are developed," he said. 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong said in a letter to Egan, "We ap- 
preciate the great strides recently made 
by the Metropolitan Sanitary District in 
the area of Flood Abatement and Con- 
trol, and would welcome the opportunity 
to discuss the Buffalo Creek Retention 
Project with you." 


Forrest C. Neil, chief engineer for the 


, district, recommended to the board of 


trustees negotiations according to the fol- 
lowing guidelines: 


—LAKE COUNTY Forest Preserve 


District would acquire the lands within 
Lake County necessary for the project 
and maintain and operate the land in 
Lake County for recreation and open- 
space uses compatible with flood control 
functions. 


— LAKE COUNTY Board of Super- 


visors would enact the necessary build- 
ing and zoning ordinances or construct 
compensatory works so flood control 
benefits will not be hampered by future 
developments upstream of the Buffalo 
Creek project. 


—BUFFALO GROVE would maintain 


and operate the flood control facilities. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District of 


Greater Chicago would provide the pre- 
liminary engineering to establish 'the 
land, acquire any lands in Cook County 
necessary for the project, provide for the 
design and construction of the reservoir 
for its flood control function, and share 
in the total cost of land and construction 
of the project up to 50 per cent.

Requests Changes 
In Tahoe Village 


A new owner of the Tahoe Village 


planned development requested changes 
in the plan for the project Thursday at a 
Wheeling Plan Commission meeting. 


The new developer, Ben Pekin, asked 


the commission to vacate the original fi- 
nal plat for the development and to ap- 
prove a revised version. 


Pekin told the board he was purchas- 


ing the property for the development 
from Chesterfield Builders. 


Plan commission members noted at 


the meeting that the efforts to build the 
development originally began in 1968, but 
that the Cambridge drainage suit and 
tight lending market have delayed the 
project from being built. 


The plat presented to the commission 


by Pekin Thursday was a plan for the 
first quarter of the 80-acre project lo- 
cated on Buffalo Grove Road south of the 
Cambridge subdivision and north of two 
other new Wheeling developments, Mal- 
lard Lake and Lakeside Villas. 


Other portions of the project will be 


developed in later phases. 


TAHOE VILLAGE will include both 


t o w n h o u s e s and apartments. The 
changes in the new plat approved by the 
commission Thursday were minor. They 


included offsetting the townhouse build- 
ings more widening a street, adding two 
units on the south and adding an addi- 
tional portion of the land to the first 
phase so the density remains uniform. 


Pekin told the commission he wanted 


to make the changes because the plan as 
drawn by Chesterfield "was not aestheti- 
cally or architecturally pleasing." He 
noted, for example, that one apartment 
unit in each building was located over a 
garage. "I don't feel people should live 
over six or eight cars," Pekin told the 
plan commission. 


He said he had added more open space 


to the revised plat, straightened out a 
water main and added more private 
space around each townhouse unit. 


The plan commission voted unani- 


mously to vacate the original pla^ and to 
approve the new one. 


Final approval must come from the 


village board.

A Flaming Cross Sears Golden Rule

When Randy and Joanine Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashiorfable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 
fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby, 


"I just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs. Larson, "because the family 
was so terrific. We didn't think 'twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROF. WILLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 


wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around." the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said. "He was 


hollering at my husband ... he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours . . . and he lit it 
with gasoline." 


After the series of incidents, the Lar- 


sons and Williamson had second thoughts 
about the real estate dealing and by mu- 
tual agreement the transaction was dis- 
solved. 


"We didn't really want to move in af- 


ter all this happened," Williamson said. 
"But then we decided we were copping 
out too easily," he added, and he became 
determined to move in. 


The final sale papers now are to be 


signed about May 10 and Williamson said 
he is looking forward to the move from 
his present home in Schaumburg to 
Hanover Park. "We still have some fear 
and trepidation and we'll probably be 
sleeping with one eye open at first," Wil- 
liamson said. 


THE LARSONS' former "friends" and 


now protestors "don't have anything to 
do with us anymore," said Mrs. Larson. 
"They snub their noses . . . and the per- 
son across the street has shades on the 
windows and never has them open." 


The Hanover Park police have in- 


vestigated the incidents and civil rights 
groups also have been contacted. 


"I don't want to condemn the commu- 


nity," Williamson said. "A lot of people 
have given positive reaction to us." 


Fire Union Link Caused Loss Of Job: Court

A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


ruled Friday Hoffman Estates Fire- 
fighter David L. Carlson Jr. was fired 
last July because of his activities in a 
local union. 


He ruled the dismissal took place with- 


out just cause. Carlson will now be reins- 
tated as a firefighter. 


The decision by Judge Edward J. Egan 


came after 2% days of testimony on a 
petition for a writ of mandamus in which 
Carlson states his dismissal constituted a 
violation of his constitutional' rights. 
Egan ruled however, that the hearing 
held by the fire district met procedural 
due process requirements. 


In presenting his opinion, Judge Egan 


said, "It is clear to me that the munici- 
pal officers of the fire district wanted to 
discourage the union." He added that the 
facts of the case formed a "curious chain 
of events." 


"It was just a coincidence that he 


(Carlson) was secretary of the union and 
even a stranger coincidence that he was 
a probationary firefighter, but that these 
matters had no bearing in the case," 
Egan said. These elements went against 
his "human experience" in terms of 
credibility, said Egan. 


The judge however was sympathetic 


over the problems of the fire district's 
board of trustees. He said the issue of 
public employes joining unions was a 
very difficult problem that municipal of- 
ficials have to deal with. 


"I don't know if there is anything that 


has caused more problems than public 
employes' unions," he continued, "but 
we have to follow the law." 


DURING FRIDAY'S testimony, Lt. 


Donald Selke stated that Deputy Chief 
Edward Kalasa asked him what took 
place on July 8, 1971, the day Carlson 
supposedly disobeyed Selke's order to re- 
port to the scene of the fire. 


Egan stated the evidence showed Ka- 


lasa must have "divined out of the blue 
that something had happened that day." 


During the hearing, testimony in- 


dicated Kalasa was not in the firehouse 
when the incident occurred, nor did Chief 
Carl Selke or other firemen tell him 
about the incident the day of the fire. 


Kalasa was not a witness in the pro- 


ceedings, nor did he appear in the court 
room during the hearing. 


Egan also concluded that because 


Selke did not go to Kalasa or Chief Selke 


to report the alleged incident of in- 
subordination, Lt. Selke must not have 
considered the incident insubordination. 


After the hearing, Fire District Atty. 


Francis Kelly said there was no plan for 
any appeal and it is the feeling of the 
board that Carlson can return to work as 
soon as he wants. 


No definite date was set for his return 


to work and no decision was reached on 
how much back pay Carlson will receive 
for the nine months he was not working 
for the fire district. 


CARLSON AND his attorney, Gilbert 


A. Cornfield, stated they were both de- 
lighted by the court's decision. 


"I thought the decision was full and 


fair and I am glad he was vindicated," 
Cornfield said. 


Michael Lass, national staff represen- 


tative for the International Association of 
Firefighters, AFL-CIO, said the ruling 
preserves the rights of the firemen who 
are members of the union to remain 
members. 


Court Victory 'Won't Lead To Unionism 


by NANCY COWGER 


A union success in a court battle with 


the Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 
trict will not become the clarion call for 
formation of other unions in the North- 
west suburbs, according to the men most 
closely involved — firemen 
and fire 


chiefs. 


While a few departmental representa- 


tives predicted 
unions 
will crop up 


throughout the suburbs like spring grass, 
most feel the fire departments and fire 
d i s t r i c t s have insulated themselves 
against this possibility with recognition 
of local bargaining organizations, not af- 
filiated with national groups. Nearly ev- 
ery fire department already has a fire- 
men's association, which the men feel 
accomplishes anything a union could do 
for them. 


In Schaumburg, 
geographically the 


closest neighbor to Hoffman Estates, no 
union movements are anticipated. 


"In my opinion, the only time anyone 


wants to join a union is when they think 
they are not getting what is rightfully 
due them," said Dr. Martin Coniglio, 
chairman of Schaumburg's fire and po- 
lice commission. 
He especially noted 


wages as a potential spur for union- 
ization. 


"This is not the case with the Village 


of Schaumburg," he said. Coniglio added 
he feels a village department is more im- 
mune to unions than is a fire district, 
because a village "normally has more 
job security." 


ROLLING MEADOWS Fire Lt. Charles 


Sellards is a firemen's association mem- 
ber. 


"As long as we get the benefits that we 


think we should without having a union, 
what's the point in having one?" he 
asked. 


"I don't think you'll see too many 


(unions) in the suburbs," Sellards pre- 
dicted. 


The union local in Hoffman Estates is 


distinctly different from the associations. 
It is affiliated with the AFL-CIO, and has 
the backing of a national group, which 
provided an attorney to present its case. 


While Mount Prospect Chief Larry 


Pairitz declined to make any predictions, 
he did comment the association system 
"so far seems to have worked out satis- 
factorily for all concerned."

Police Chiefs Back Men In Shooting 


The police chiefs in Rolling Meadows 


and Elk Grove Village said Friday they 
believe the four policemen who fired 
their guns at a truck during a chase 
Thursday morning were justified in using 
their weapons. 


Both said, however, they have not yet 


received complete written reports from 
all the men from their departments in- 
volved in the chase. 


Officers from both departments fired 


at the truck during the chase through 
three towns. The truck had been stolen 
from a U-Haul rental agency in West 
Chicago and the driver was a 16-year-old 
escapee from St. Charles Reformatory. 


When the driver, a Buffalo Grove 


youth, finally was arrested after crash- 
ing the truck at Rte. 53 and Kirchoff 
Road, police searched him and the truck 
and found no weapons. The suspect was 
not hit by the gunfire and walked away 
from the crash.

Kiddle said. "I hoped the dialogue

Hillman said he was not prepared to 


answer any of the proposals because he 
had come to negotiate. "You have prej- 
udiced yourselves against this," he said. 
You're asking me to build apartments, 
which I feel would be a mistake for my- 
self and the village. Townhouses would 
be far superior for the village, and that 
is why we came back to the village for 
the change." 


Chesterfield asked the village plan 


commission April 5 to approve the vari- 
ations on their annexation agreement so 
the townhouses could be built, but the 
commission continued the meeting until 
this Wednesday so the builders could talk 
more with the park district and school 
Dist. 96. 


. THE PARK DISTRICT objects to the 


new plan because of the lack of recrea- 
tional space, and the school district feels 
the larger townhouses will put more chil- 
dren into the schools than apartments 
would have. 


The Promontory West plan includes a 


recreation building to be at least 1,400 
square feet, but it will be taken up partly 
by offices and storage.

They 
said about 300 feet of fencing would be 
necessary. 


Drainage and lighting were also con- 


cerns of the residents. 


Board Pres. William Kiddle said, 


"There is no hard policy on the part of 
the park district concerning fencing. A 
fence is needed at Kilmer, but in my 
opinion the responsibility is in the hands 
of the homeowners." 


KIDDLE SAID the village of Buffalo 


Grove and several other area villages 
have policies which do not provide for 
fencing of public land adjacent to single- 
family residences. The park district has 
not formulated any policy, so the board 
agreed to discuss the matter in a com- 
mittee meeting and present its findings 
at the next board meeting April 27. 


Kiddle indicated the cost of either fenc- 


ing or shrubs would be prohibitive in 
light of the district's limited funds. He 
said if fences were put in at one park, 
homeowners at all parks would want it. 


Kiddle's own study showed that 151 


homeowners in the village have property 
that adjoins'park district land at eight 
locations. If fencing were put in at all 
sites, he estimated, the cost would be al- 
most $17,000 or 25 per cent of the total 
tax money collected by the district in 
1971. 


Probe Leads To Charges Of Murder, Robbery 


Charges against three suburban teen- 


agers have been filed in connection with 
a murder and a series of armed rob- 
beries. 


The arrests followed a lengthy in- 


vestigation that included "around-the- 
clock work" last Thursday and Friday, 
according to one police spokesman. 


Arrested were Greg Vern Christiensen, 


17, of 137 Berkshire Ln., Wheeling; Wil- 
liam Stinger Jr., 19, of Half Day; and a 
14-year-old Downers Grove boy. Accord- 
ing to a sheriff's police spokesman. Stin- 
ger and the juvenile have been charged 
with the murder of Leslie Jiplin, a Con- 
venience food store manager, March 12 
in Carpentersville. 


According to police Joplin and another 


employe were alone in the store when 
two persons entered the store and de- 
manded money. Joplin was shot to death 
and the employe was wounded. The ban- 
dits escaped with an estimated $150. 


Police have charged Christiensen with 


several counts of armed robbery in con- 
nection with holdups at a Des Plaines 


K-Mart Store and one at a grocery store 
on Elmhurst Road in unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township. 


The arrests, late Thursday and early 


Friday resulted from an investigation 
that began several months ago. Involved 
were police from Wheeling, Carpenters- 
ville, Des Plaines and the Miles bureau 
of the Cook County Sheriff's Police.

A Flaming Cross Sears Golden Rule

When Randy and Joanine Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashionable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 
fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby. 


"I just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs. Larson, "because the family 
was so /terrific. We didn't think twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROF. WILLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 


wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around," the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said. "He was 


hollering at my husband ... he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours ... and he lit it 
with gasoline." 


After the series of incidents, the Lar- 


sons and Williamson had second thoughts 
about the real estate dealing and by mu- 
tual agreement the transaction was dis- 
solved. 


"We didn't really want to move in af- 


ter all this happened," Williamson said. 
"But then we decided we were copping 
out too easily," he added, and he became 
determined to move in. 


The final sale papers now are to be 


signed about May 10 and Williamson said 
he is looking forward to the move from 
his present home in Schaumburg to 
Hanover Park. "We still have some fear 
and trepidation and we'll probably be 
sleeping with one eye open at first," Wil- 
liamson said. 


THE LARSONS' former "friends" and 


now protestors "don't have anything.to 
do with us anymore," said Mrs. Larson. 
"They snub their noses . . . and the per- 
son across the street has shades on the 
windows and never has them open." 


The Hanover Park police have in- 


vestigated the incidents and civil rights 
groups also have been contacted. 


"I don't want to condemn the commu- 


nity," Williamson said. "A lot of people 
have given positive reaction to us." 


Fire Union Link Caused Loss Of Job: Court

A Cook County Circuit Court judge 


ruled Friday Hoffman Estates Fire- 
fighter David L. Carlson Jr. was fired 
last July because of his activities in a 
local union. 


He ruled the dismissal took place with- 


out just cause. Carlson will now be reins- 
tated as a firefighter. 


The decision by Judge Edward J. Egan 


came after 2& days of testimony on a 
petition for a writ of mandamus in which 
Carlson states his dismissal constituted a 
violation of his constitutional rights. 
Egan ruled however, that the hearing 
held by the fire district met procedural 
due process requirements. 


In presenting his opinion, Judge Egan 


said, "It is clear to me that the munici- 
pal officers of the fire district wanted to 
discourage the union." He added that the 
facts of the case formed a "curious chain 
of events." 


"It was just a coincidence that he 


(Carlson) was secretary of the union and 
even a stranger coincidence that he was 
a probationary firefighter, but that these 
matters had no bearing in the case," 
Egan said. These elements went against 
his "human experience" in terms of 
credibility, said Egan. 


The judge however was sympathetic 


over the problems of the fire district's 
board of trustees. He said the issue of 
public employes joining unions was a 
very difficult problem that municipal of- 
ficials have to deal with. 


"I don't know if there is anything that 


has caused more problems than public 
employes' unions," he continued, "but 
we have to follow the law." 


DURING FRIDAY'S testimony, Lt. 


Donald Selke stated that Deputy Chief 
Edward Kalasa asked him what took 
place on July 8, 1971, the day Carlson 
supposedly disobeyed Selke's order to re- 
port to the scene of the fire. 


Egan stated the evidence showed Ka- 


lasa must have "divined out of the blue 
that something had happened that day." 


During the hearing, 
testimony in- 


dicated Kalasa was not in the firehouse 
when the incident occurred, nor did Chief 
Carl Selke or other firemen tell him 
about the incident the day of the fire. 


Kalasa was not a witness in the pro- 


ceedings, nor did he appear in the court 
room during the hearing. 


Egan' also concluded that because 


Selke did not go to Kalasa or Chief Selke 


to reporl the alleged incident of in- 
subordination, Lt. Selke must not have 
considered the incident insubordination. 


After the hearing, Fire District Atty. 


Francis Kelly said there was no plan for 
any appeal and it is the feeling of the 
board that Carlson can return to work as 
soon as he wants. 


No definite date was set for his return 


to work and no decision was reached on 
how much back pay Carlson will receive 
for the nine months he was not working 
for the fire district. 


CARLSON AND his attorney, Gilbert 


A. Cornfield, stated they were both de- 
lighted by the court's decision. 


"I thought the decision was full and 


fair and I am glad he was vindicated," 
Cornfield said. 


Michael Lass, national staff represen- 


tative for the International Association of 
Firefighters, AFL-CIO, said the ruling 
preserves the rights of the firemen who 
are members of the union to remain 
members. 


Court Victory 'Won't Lead To Unionism?

A union success in a court battle with 


the Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 
trict will not become the clarion call for 
formation of other unions in the North- 
west suburbs, according to the men most 
closely involved — firemen and fire 
chiefs. 


While a few departmental representa- 


tives predicted unions will crop up 
throughout the suburbs like spring grass, 
most feel the fire departments and fire 
d i s t r i c t s have insulated themselves 
against this possibility with recognition 
of local bargaining organizations, not af- 
filiated with national groups. Nearly ev- 
ery fire department already has a fire- 
men's association, which the men feel 
accomplishes anything a union could do 
for them. 


In Schaumburg, geographically the 


closest neighbor to Hoffman Estates, no 
union movements are anticipated. 


"In my opinion, the only time anyone 


wants to join a union is when they think 
they are not getting what is rightfully 
due them," said Dr. Martin Coniglio, 
chairman of Schaumburg's fire and po- 
lice commission. He especially noted 


wages as a potential spur for union- 
ization. 


"This is not the case with the Village 


of Schaumburg." he said. Coniglio added 
he feels a village department is more im- 
mune to unions than is a fire district, 
because a village ."normally has more 
job security." 


ROLLING MEADOWS Fire Lt. Charles 


Sellards is a firemen's association mem- 
ber. 


"As long as we get the benefits that we 


think we should without having a union, 
what's the point in having one?" he 
asked. 


"I don't think you'll see too many 


(unions) in the suburbs," Sellards pre- 
dicted. 


The union local in Hoffman Estates is 


distinctly different from the associations. 
It is affiliated with the AFL-CIO, and has 
the backing of a national group, which 
provided an attorney to present its case. 


While Mount Prospect 
Chief 
Larry 


Pairitz declined to make any predictions, 
he did comment the association system 
"so far seems to have worked out satis- 
factorily for all concerned."

"The enrollment is not what it needs to 


be to have a summer program, and the 
deadline is rapidly approaching," 
he 


said. "We expected more than 600 stu- 
dents to participate this year." 


Marshall speculated the cold, April

HE SAID A brochure of summer school 


courses has been sent home with each 
student, and reminders went out last 
week.

wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 


Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around," the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said, "He was 
hollering at my husband ... he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours ... and he lit it 
with gasoline." 


After the series of incidents, the Lar- 


sons and Williamson had second thoughts 
about the real estate dealing and by mu- 


tual agreement the transaction was dis- 
solved. 


"We didn't really want to move in af-

The rules, 
however, do permit girls to practice with 
boys' teams. 


Miss Bundy would not comment on 


whether practicing with a boys' team 
would make a girl ineligible for girls' 
competition because the executive board 
of ISHA has not made a ruling yet. 


At present, ISHA permits the boys to 


compete in 13 interscholastic events 
while the girls are restricted to four in- 
terscholastic sports, which do not include 
track. 


Girls interested in track have two 


sports days a year in which they can 
compete, said Joseph Vinton, track 
coach at Rolling Meadows High School. 
The only practice for the sports days is 
two weeks prior to the event. 


Starting July 1 there will be unlimited 


interscholastics for girls in track and 
field, according to Miss Bundy. 


VINTON CLAIMS Sue "has never had 


any status with the team" and does not 
actually practice with the team or re- 
ceive individual coaching. He explained 
that Sue is allowed to go through the 
workouts with the team if she chooses 
just like anyone else can. 


"I am enough of a physical educator 


that I don't want to deny anyone the 
right to pursue an athletic interest as 
long as the facilities are available," said 
Vinton. 


Girls athletics in the state is in a state

Keeping the Village of Inverness pretty 


much the way it is is recommended in a 
recently completed comprehensive plan. 


Prepared by Robert Teska of Barton- 


Aschman Associates, Inc., of Chicago, 
the plan suggests in effect maintaining 
the affluent suburb's residential devel- 
opment and further sealing off the com- 
munity from unwanted business or in- 
dustry. 


"The generalized concept of land use," 


Teska stated, "is to retain, unchanged, 
the developed portions of the community 
and to extend the predominant residen- 
tial character of Inverness into undeve- 
loped areas."

Palatine, falls within an area bounded by 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks on the north, Algonquin Road on 
the south, Rosellc Road on the east and 
Eta Road on the west. 


A limited amount of nonresidential de- 


velopment would be permitted near the 
outer fringes of parts of the village, ac- 
cording to the planning recommenda- 
tions, but no commercial uses would be 
allowed, thus retaining high property 
values. 


The plan is being considered by the In- 


verness Plan Commission, which con- 
sulted with Teska as the plan was being 
prepared. 


A PUBLIC HEARING is expected to 


be held within 30 days. 


Final adoption of the plan is up to the 


Inverness Village Board. Board president 
Forrest S. Elleman has declined com- 
ment on the matter until it comes before 
the board. 


Completion of the comprehensive plan, 


which was commissioned last fall, sets 
down in writing the widespread feeling 


that led to Inverness' incorporation 10 
years ago this month and is still a pre- 
vailing attitude. 


Incorporation was prompted largely by 


the threat of dense residential devel- 
opment near the community. By forming 
a village, the residents could have some 
influence over what is done with land 
near its borders. 


The Barton-Aschman report suggests 


annexing some of that land and setting 
up natural buffer zones along other en- 
tranceways to Inverness. 


In fact, the report suggests that some 


land at key intersections or between In- 
verness and other villages be purchased 
by the Inverness Association, Inverness 
Park District (which currently owns no 
land) or a nonprofit development corpo- 
ration formed by village residents. 


The land could then be used as public 


open space, or resold, "at a loss, if nec- 
essary," to ensure desirable land uses." 


From the standpoint of the village, ac- 


' cording to the plan, the most desirable 
uses besides open space are single fami- 
ly residences, churches or "other in- 
stitutional uses." 


THE ONLY nonresidential buildings in 


the village now are the public commu- 
nity house, which serves as a village 
hall, and the Inverness Golf Club, a pri- 
vate organization. 


A site in the southwestern corner of 


Inverness has been designated for a high 
school, to be built after 1980, and a par- 
cel of land on the southwest corner of, 
Palatine and Ela roads may be devel- 
oped for a church. 


The comprehensive plan envisions de- 


velopment of the southeastern portion of 
the village for offices and research activ- 
ities because of the proximity to Harper 
College and the added property tax base 
for the viJUtfa. 


The development "should be of high 


quality design and extensively land- 
scaped," the report suggests. . 


The village, however, may not be able 


to exert authority over the property. The 
owner recently filed suit in Cook County 
Circuit Court to disannex the land from 
Inverness, and he is likely to build of- 
fices, stores and/or apartments on the 
site. 


The 40-acre plot just north of that and 


the 60-acre area northwest of it should be 
developed into single family or town- 
house residences at a maximum density 
of six units per acre, according to the 
comprehensive plan. Inverness' current 
zoning allows for at most one residential 
unit per acre, and many homes are on at 
least two-acre sites. 


The 195 undeveloped acres between the 


developed portion of Inverness and the 
section near Harper College should be 
designed as a "planned 
unit devel- 


op m e r i t , ' ' according to the com- 
prehensive plan recommendations. The 
maximum density of this area would be 
l'/2 to 2 units per acre. 


Under the comprehensive plan, In- 


verness' four square miles would be ex- 
ipanded slightly, and its population would 
go up from the present potential of 5,300 
persons to a maximum of 6,000. The cur- 
rent population of the area is around 
1,700. 


Another section of the comprehensive 


plan deals with suggested improvements 
of major roads in the Inverness vicinity. 


The main undertakings would involve 


extending Euclid Avenue from Plum 
Grove Road to Roselle Road and con- 
structing a diagonal road to connect the 
intersections of U.S. 14 and Quentin Road 
with the intersection of Palatine and 


the bamboo cages in which many of the 
POWs have been imprisoned. 


The purpose of the bracelets, which in-

Salesman 
Pleads Guilty 
To Battery 


A magazine solicitor began serving a 


four-month sentence in Cook County Jail 
over the weekend after pleading guilty to 
a battery charge involving the rape of a 
Palatine woman.

Va., address, was sentenced Friday by 
Judge Paul O'Malley in the Arlington

misdemeanor when he agreed to plead 
guilty to the lesser charge, according to 
police.

Robert R. Centner, Green was among 
three solicitors in the village Wednesday 
for the Publishers Continental Sales 
Corp., Michigan City, Ind. 


Centner said Green was given a $53 


check by the alleged rape victim for 
magazine subscriptions, but was unable 
to cash it at a nearby bank because the 
checking account was in the woman's fa- 
ther's name. 


When the father arrived home later 


that afternoon, the woman told him of 
the attack, and he notified police. 


Based on the woman's description to 


policeman Stanley Korbal found the sus- 
pect near the intersection of Hicks and 
Baldwin roads within an hour. 


Green and the other two solicitors had 


been registered with the police to solicit 
magazine subscriptions. 


Green's companions have since left 


Palatine, Centner said.

Susan Wrenn has decided to continue 


practicing with the track team at Rolling 
Meadows High School even though it 
might jeopardize her eligibility in high 
school girls' track competition. 


A sophomore at Rolling Meadows High 


School, Sue has been working out regu- 
larly with the track team for the past 
month. Last Thursday questions of her 
eligibility were raised. Sue learned that 
by practicing with the boys, she might be 
jeopardizing her eligibility to compete in 
high school track meets for girls. 


The eligibility question is rather con- 


fusing and officials at the school have 
asked for a ruling from the Illinois High 
School Association. They hope to have 
the ruling by tomorrow when Sue and 
her parents are to meet with Tom 
O'Driscoll, atletic director at Rolling 
Meadows High School, 


No matter what decision is handed 


down, Sue says she will continue prac- 
ticing with the boys' team because "I 
like it much more and it helps me 
more." 


SUE'S LONG range goal is to compete 


in the 1976 Olympics. The only way she 
feels she Is going to make it is to keep up 
her traiining. She now works out for ap- 
proximately two hours a day with the 
team. Her speciality is the 220, but she 
has never run it in a clocking. 


There has never been a question of Sue

being a member of the boys' track team. 
According to Miss Ola Bundy, assistant 
executive secretary of ISHA, the ISHA 
rules clearly state oys and girls cannot 
compete on the same team. The rules, 
however, do permit girls to practice with 
boys' teams. 


Miss Bundy would not comment on 


whether practicing with a boys' team 
would make a girl ineligible for girls' 
competition because the executive board 
of ISHA has not made a ruling yet. 


At present, ISHA permits the boys to 


compete in 13 interscholastic events 
while the girls are restricted to four in- 
terscholastic sports, which do not include 
track. 


Girls interested in track have two 


sports days a year in which they can 
compete, said Joseph 
Vinton, track 


coach at Rolling Meadows High School. 
The only practice for the sports days is 
two weeks prior to the event, 


Starting July 1 there will be unlimited 


interscholastics for girls in track and 
field, according to Miss Bundy. 


VINTON CLAIMS Sue "has never had 


any status with the team" and does not 
actually practice with the team or re- 
ceive individual coaching. He explained 
that Sue is allowed to go through the 
workouts with the team if she chooses 
just like anyone else can. 


"I am enough of a physical educator 


that I don't want to deny anyone the 
right to pursue an athletic interest as 
long as the facilities are available," said 
Vinton. 


Girls athletics in the state is in a state 


of flux," according to O'Driscoll. 


He said he felt the IHSA philosophy 


was to "get broad girl participation in 
athletics instead of narrow participa- 
tion." 


There is currently an amendment to 


the Illinois School Code in a Senate study 
committee which states, "No pupil may 
be excluded from the (athletic) program 
solely on account of sex." This does not 
include contact sports. 


ISHA has proposed its own amendment 


which states boys and girls cannot com- 
pete on the same team. 


The reasoning behind the IHSA amend- 


ment is that if girls are allowed to enter 
boys' programs then boys would have to 
be allowed to enter girls' programs. 
Some feel this would result in boys domi- 
nating high school athletic programs 
even more than they do at present. 
> 


SUE'S CASE is a little different though 


since she has never challenged her in- 
eligiblity to a member of the boys' team 
and compete against boys. -The question 
is if practicing with the boys, as per- 
mitted under IHSA rules, makes her in- 
eligible to compete against high school 
girls.

PROP. W1LLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 
wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The

barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and .the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled, "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment.

"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around," the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs, Larson said. "He was 
hollering at my husband . . . he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said, The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours ... and he lit it 
with gasoline." 


After the series of incidents, the Lar- 


sons and Williamson had second thoughts 
about the real estate dealing and by mu- 
tual agreement the transaction was dis- 
solved. 


"We didn't really want to move in af- 


ter all this happened," Williamson said. 
"But then we decided we were copping 
out too easily," he added, and he became 
determined to move in. 


The final sale papers now are to be 


signed about May 10 and Williamson said 
he is looking forward to the move from 


his present home in Schanmburg to 
Hanover Park. "We still have some fear 
and trepidation and we'll probably be 
sleeping with one eye open at first," Wil- 
liamson said. 


THE LARSONS' former "friends" and 


now protestors "don't have anything to 
do with us anymore," said Mrs. Larson. 
"They snub their noses . . . and the per- 
son across the street has shades on the 
windows and never has them open." 


The Hanover Park police have in- 


vestigated the incidents and civil rights 
groups also have been contacted. 


"I don't want to condemn the commu- 


nity," Williamson said. "A lot of people 
have given positive reaction to us."

Chiefs Say 
Men Justified 
In Shooting 


The police chiefs in Rolling Meadows 


and Elk Grove Village said Friday they 
believe the four policemen who fired 
their guns at a truck during a chase 
Thursday morning were justified in using 
their weapons. 


Both said, however, they have not yet 


received complete written reports from 
all the men from their departments in- 
volved in the chase. 


Officers from both departments fired 


, at the truck during the chase through 


three towns. The truck had been stolen 
from a U-Haul rental agency in West 
Chicago and the driver was a 16-year-old 
escapee from St. Charles Reformatory. 


When the driver, a Buffalo Grove, 


youth, finally was arrested after crash- 
ing the truck at Rte. 53 and Kirchoff 
Road, police searched him and the truck 
and found no weapons. The suspect was 
not hit by the gunfire and walked away 
from the crash. 


A report submitted to Rolling Meadows 


Chief Lewis Case by Sgt. Charles Poel- 
lien, one of the men in the chase who 
fired at the truck, clarified several 
points. 


Poellien said police first tried to stop 


the truck at 3:55 a.m. Thursday on Al- 
gonquin Road near Tollview Drive be- 
cause the truck had no rear license plate 
light. 


DURING THE CHASE, Poellien said, 


the truck driver ran through two Elk 
Grove Village police roadblocks. At the 
first, at Arlington Heights Road and Rte. 
72, the truck driver reportedly came 
close to hitting Sgt. Nestor Motluck who 
tried to wave him down and the officer 
opened fire with his revolver. Another 
Elk Grove policeman, Lt. Fred Eng- 
elbrecht, fired during a later portion of 
the chase. 


Poellien said he fired two rounds from 


his shotgun at the truck's tires while 
chasing it on Rte. 53. He said the truck 
was weaving from side to side and the 
driver had tried to force him off the 
road. 


During the chase, according to Poel- 


lien's report, the pursuing cars received 
a state police radio report that an alert 
was out for a truck like the one the boy 
was driving, which was supposed to be 
occupied by three armed burglary sus- 
pects. 


Case said Patrolman Robert Rogers, 


who is also supposed to have fired at the 
truck, had not yet completed his report. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE Police Chief 


Harry Jenkins said his men had not yet 
submitted complete reports, but added 
that he believed Poellien's report accu- 
rately reflected what he has learned 
from his officers. 


Case said, "judging from what the re- 


port says I believe the shooting was jus- 
tified." 


"It looks like the shoooting was justi- 


fied," Jenkins said. 


Jenkins said, "It's hard to make a de- 


termination without having been there, 
but it appears there was no shooting un- 
til the suspect nearly hit the officer." 


The driver has been charged by Roll- 


ing Meadows police with grand theft and 
criminal damage to property, as well as 
several traffic violations. Elk Grove Vil- 
lage police are reportedly considering an 
assault with attempt to kill indictment 
from the state's attorney's office. 


A court date has been set for May 16 in 


Arlington Heights.

Plan Suggest!? Few Changes 
Inverness Likes Status Quo 


by MARC1A KRAMER 


Keeping the Village of Inverness pretty 


much the way it is is recommended in a 
recently completed comprehensive plan. 


Prepared by Robert Teska of Barton- 


Aschman Associates, Inc., of Chicago, 
the plan suggests in effect maintaining 
the affluent suburb's residential devel- 
opment and further sealing off the com- 
munity from unwanted business or in- 
dustry. 


"The generalized concept of land use," 


Teska stated, "is to retain, unchanged, 
the developed portions of the community 
and to extend the predominant residen- 
tial character of Inverness into undeve- 
loped areas." 


Most of the village, located just west of 


Palatine, falls within an area bounded by 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks on the north, Algonquin Road on 
the south. Roselle Road on the east and 
Ela Road on the west. 


A limited amount of nonresidential de- 


velopment would be permitted near the 
outer fringes of parts of the village, ac- 
cording to the planning recommenda- 
tions, but no commercial uses would be 
allowed, thus retaining high property 
values. 


The plan is being considered by the In- 


verness Plan Commission, which con- 
sulted with Teska as the plan was being 
prepared. 


A PUBLIC HEARING is expected to 


be held within 30 days. 


Final adoption of the plan is up to the 


Inverness Village Board. Board president 
Forrest S. Elleman has declined com- 
ment on the matter until it comes before 
the board. 


Completion of the comprehensive plan, 


which was commissioned last fall, sets 
down in writing the widespread feeling 


that led to Inverness' incorporation 10 
years ago this month and is still a pre- 
vailing attitude. 


Incorporation was prompted largely by 


the threat of dense residential devel- 
opment near the community. By forming 
a village, the residents could have some 
influence over what is done with land 
near its borders. 


The Barton-Aschman report suggests 


annexing some of that land and setting 
up natural buffer zones along other en- 
tranceways to Inverness. 


In fact, the report suggests that some 


land at key intersections or between In- 
verness and other villages be purchased 
by the Inverness Association, Inverness 
Park District (which currently owns no 
land) or a nonprofit development corpo- 
ration formed by village residents. 


The land could then be used as public 


open space, or resold, "at a loss, if nec- 
essary," to ensure desirable land uses." 


From the standpoint of the village, ac- 


cording to the plan, the most desirable 
uses besides open space are single fami- 
ly residences, churches or "other in- 
stitutional uses." 


THE ONLY nonresidential buildings in 


the village now are the public commu- 
nity house, which serves as a village 
hall, and the Inverness Golf Club, a pri- 
vate organization. 


A site in the southwestern corner of 


Inverness has been designated for a high 
school, to be built after 1980, and a par- 
cel of land on the southwest corner of 
Palatine and Ela roads may be devel- 
oped for a church. 


The comprehensive plan envisions de- 


velopment of the southeastern portion of 
the village for offices and research activ- 
ities because of the proximity to Harper 
College and the added property tax base 
for the village, 


The development "should be of high 


quality design and extensively land- 
scaped," the report suggests. 


The village, 'however, may not be able 


to exert authority over the property. The 
owner recently filed suit in Cook County 
Circuit Court to disannex the land from 
Inverness, and he is likely to build of- 
fices, stores and/or apartments on the 
site. 


The 40-acre plot just north of that and 


the 60-acre area northwest of it should be 
developed into single family or town- 
house residences at a maximum density 
of six units per acre, according to the 
comprehensive plan. Inverness' current 
zoning allows for at most one residential 
unit per acre, and many homes are on at 
least two-acre sites. 


The 195 undeveloped acres between the 


developed portion of Inverness and the 
section near Harper College should be 
designed as a "planned 
unit devel- 


op m e n t , ' ' according to the com- 
prehensive plan recommendations. The 
maximum density of this area would be 
l'/2 to 2 units per acre. 


Under the comprehensive plan, In- 


verness' four square miles would be ex- 
panded slightly, and its population would 
go up from the present potential of 5,300 
persons to a maximum of 6,000. The cur- 
rent population of the area is around 
1,700. 


Another section of the comprehensive 


plan deals with suggested improvements 
of major roads in the Inverness vicinity. 


The main undertakings would involve 


extending Euclid Avenue from Plum 
Grove Road to Roselle Road and con- 
structing a diagonal road to connect the 
intersections of U.S. 14 and Quentin Road 
with the intersection of Palatine and 
Roselle roads.

, duce more bracelets, print and distribute 
literature and bumper stickers and other 
related POW material to the community 
and schools throughout the nation.

Anyone wanting 
to purchase a bracelet may do so by 
mail by writing a check to HELP, in- 
cluding an extra 25 cents for mailing 
costs, and sending it to the above ad- 
dress. 


Emphasizing HELP is nonprofit and 


nonpolitical, another member, Mrs. Ed 
Haerter, said the organization will ac- 
cept participation from all concerned 
people. 


"Anybody is welcome to join," she 


said, explaining the club is not restrk-ted 
to Hoffman Estaes residents.

Salesman

ther's name. 


When the father arrived home later 


that afternoon, the woman told him of 
the attack, and he notified police. s 


Based on the woman's description to 


policeman Stanley Korbal found the sus- 
pect near the intersection of Hicks and 
Baldwin roads within an hour. 


Green and the other two solicitors had 


been registered with the police to solicit 
magazine subscriptions. 


Green's companions have since left

is being launched by the village's com- 
munity services and mental health com- 
mission. 


The commission took up the matter at 


its meeting Thursday night. Four mem- 
bers of the Mount Prospect - Prospect 
Heights Human Relations Committee 
were present. 


Initially, commissioners plan to study 


housing reports that have been drawn up 
in other suburban municipalities. They 
also plan to secure U.S. census informa- 
tion as to age and income levels of the 
village's population. 


The housing question was referred to 


the commission earlier this year, In a 
memo, Trustee Kenneth Scholten said 
the group was charged with "surveying 
the needs of our community in regard to 
low and moderate-income housing." 


COMMISSION MEMBER Larry Jen- 


ness said. "Realistically and politically 
we have to prove beyond a shadow of a 
doubt that people who work here don't 
live here, that we've got a problem." 


Jenness suggested, "The first thing we 


need is an analysis with age and income 
figures. Second, we have to look at em- 
ployment patterns and the amount of un- 
skilled labor." 


Patricia Vockeroth, chairman of the 


human relations committee, said her 
group was convinced of the need for low 
and moderate-income housing in the 
area. 


But, according to Henry Lacine, the

When Randy and Joanlne Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashionable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in. their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 


fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby, 


"I just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs, Larson, "because the family 
was so terrific. We didn't think twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROF. W1LLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 
wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . .' 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around." the 29- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
, . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said. "He was 
hollering at my husband . . . he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was. 
made out of two by fours . . . and he lit it 
with gasoline."

Officials To Study Shared 
Computer Center Operation 


Mayors and village presidents from 


four Northwest suburbs will meet in Ar- 
lington Heights May 3 to ready plans for 
a combined computer center operation. 


O f f i c i a l s from Arlington Heights, 


Mount Prospect, Des Plaines and Park 
Bidge will meet to elect officers for the 
center's polleymaking board. They also 
will consider purchase of computer 
equipment, proposals for a permanent 
center site and applications for center di- 
rector. 


This first executive board meeting will 


be held at 3 p.m. in the Municipal Build- 
ing, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd. Ex- 
pected to attend are John Woods, Arling- 
ton Heights village president; Robert 
Teichert, Mount Prospect village presi- 
dent; Herbert Behrel, Des Plaines may- 
or, and Joseph Peacock, Park Ridge 
mayor. 


CREATION OF the center was author- 


ized early this year by city councils and 
village boards of the four suburbs. Each 
municipality pledged* $7,500 for purchase 


of equipment, and -signed contracts to 
use the center for financial and statistic- 
al services. 


Finance officers from the four suburbs 


met April 7 to prepare for the meeting 
with municipal officials, according to 
Des Plaines Comptroller Duane Blietz. 


According to the contract agreement 


approved by the four suburbs, mayors 
and village presidents serve as members 
of the center's policy-making board. A 
president, vice-president and secretary 
of this executive board will be elected, 
Blietz said. 


Finance officers from the four munici- 


palities make up the administrative 
board, to supervise the center director, 
according to the contract. 


Several committees were created at 


the April 7 meeting, including a com- 
mittee on hiring a center director. Other 
committees will set specifications for 
computer equipment, and study proposed 
sites for the computer center. 


BLIETZ DECLINED to comment on 


proposed center sites. Several 
Des 


Plaines aldermen have suggested that 
the center be located in the proposed 
new Des Plaines city hall. Construction 
of this building may begin this year. 


Authorization of the computer center 


stemmed from almost four years of dis- 
cussion among municipal finance officers 
and attorneys, and from a $14,000 study 
that stated that a combined computer 
program would be cheaper and more ef- 
ficient than separate programs. 


The feasibility study by Touche, Ross 


and Co., an accounting firm, indicated 
that the yearly costs would be $40,000 for 
Des 
Plaines, 
$19,000 for Arlington 


Heights, $20,000 for Mount Prospect and 
$22,000 for Park Ridge. 


According to the contract agreement, 


signed by the four municipalities, other 
•communities in northeast Illinois, in- 
cluding Cook, Lake and DuPage counties 
can join the center, and have equal pow- 
er with the other suburbs on the execu- 
tive and administrative boards.

The reasoning behind the IHSA amend- 


ment is that if girls are allowed to enter 
boys' programs then boys would have to 
be allowed to enter girls' programs. 
Some feel this would result in boys domi- 
nating high school athletic programs 
even more than they do at present.

The question 
is if practicing with the boys, as per- 
mitted under IHSA rules, makes her in- 
eligible to compete against high school 
girls.

When Randy and Joanlne Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashionable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 
fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby. 


"f just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs. Larson, "because the family 
was so terrific. We didn't think twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROP. WILLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 
wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 
made the down payment March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy. 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . . . after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around," the 2i>- 
year-old housewife said. But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match. Mrs. Larson said. "He was 


hollering at my husband . . . he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook- 
ers. 


THE SAME MAN, who Mrs. Larson 


contends started the fight, also burned a 
cross in their yard. "The cross was 
made out of two by fours ... and he lit it 
with gasoline." 


After the series of incidents, the Lar- 


sons and Williamson had second thoughts 
about the real estate dealing and by mu- 
tual agreement the transaction was dis- 
solved, 


"We didn't really want to move in af- 


ter all this happened," Williamson said. 
"But then we decided we were copping 
out too easily," he added, and he became 
determined to move in. 


The final sale papers now are to be 


signed about May 10 and Williamson said 
he is looking forward to the move from 
his present home in Schanmburg to 
Hanover Park, "We still have some fear 
and trepidation and we'll probabiy be 
sleeping with one eye open at first," Wil- 
liamson said. 


THE LARSONS' former "friends" and 


now protestors "don't have anything to 
do with us anymore," said Mrs. Larson. 
"They snub their noses . . . and the per- 
son across the street has shades on the 
windows and never has them open." 


The Hanover Park police have in- 


vestigated the incidents and civil rights 
groups also have been contacted. 


"I don't want to condemn the commu- 


nity," Williamson said. "A lot of people 
have given positive reaction to us." 


Area Police Chiefs Say Men

The police chiefs in Rolling Meadows 


and Elk Grove Village said Friday they 
believj the four policemen who fired 
their guns at a truck during a chase 
Thursday morning were justified in using 
their weapons. 


Both said, however, they have not yet 


received complete written reports from 
all the men from their departments in- 
volved in the chase. 


Officers from both departments fired 


at the truck during the chase through 
three towns. The truck had been stolen 
from a U4Iaul rental agency in West 
Chicago and the driver was a 16-year-old 
escapee from St. Charles Reformatory. 


When the driver, a Buffalo Grove 


youth, finally was arrested after crash- 
ing the truck at Rte. 53 and Kirchoff 
Road, police searched him and the truck 
and found no weapons. The suspect was 
not hit by the gunfire and walked away 
from the crash.

Second Recycling Center 
Now Under Consideration 


A new, centrally located, recycling 


center may be added to the permanent 
recycling operations in Arlington Heights 
in the near future. But it won't be ready 
for operation this Earth Week, which be- 
gins today. 


"We have different sites under consid- 


eration, we must now work out the de- 
tails," said Darryl Kenning, assistant vil- 
lage manager. 


Two recycling centers, one at Fire Sta- 


tion No. 3, 2000 S. Arlington Heights Rd., 
and one at Fire Station No. 4, 3100 N. 
Arlington Heights Rd., have been in op- 
eration for one year, and have produced 
a total of 405,310 pounds of glass and 
79,290 pounds of cans. 


Glass is hauled to Mundelein and cans 


are hauled to Chicago by the Laseke Dis- 
posal Co., which gets half of the profits, 
which amount to one cent a pound for 
glass and about one-half cent a pound for 
cans. 
^ Laseke Disposal Co. provides the con- 
tainers as well as the trucks, and though 
the firm gets half of the profits, it also 
takes half of the risk involved, Kenning 
said. 


According to Kenning, the loads fluc- 


tuate from moderate to very heavy. So 
far the village and the disposal company 
have split a $4,400 profit. 


At the village level, the profit is used 


to pay for special events, including Earth 
Week activities, such as providing $25 
savings bonds for the winners of the 
poster and essay contests which were 
conducted by schools in the village. 


THOUGH FOR THE most part the re- 


cycling operations have been running 
s m o o t h l y , with progressively more 
people joining this phase of the ecology 
movement, one truckload of glass was 
recently rejected by the recycling com- 
pany. 


"People had mixed the glass colors, 


left caps and metal rings on the bottles 
and included paper bags and cartons 
along with the glass," said George F 
Charlton, director of village health ser- 


vices. 


To meet the glass' recycling require- 


ments, glass must be separated by color 
and caps and metal rings must be re- 
moved. While labels don't have to be re- 
moved, no bags can be mixed in with the 
glass. 


"It's a shame that a few people ruin 


the efforts of many people who are truly 
interested in the ecology," Kenning said. 


To meet can recycling requirements, 


tops and retaining rings must be re- 
moved. Cans do not have to be smashed, 
though it helps conserve space, and la- 
bels do not have to be removed.

pality can levy a special tax on a section 
of that municipality to provide a specific 
improvement. 


Walter Larson, Citizens Waycinden 


manager, told the Herald last month, 
that if the subdivision is annexed, the 
utility company could just continue to 
provide service as it has, billing resi- 
dents according to how much water they 
use. 


Citizens now operate 12 water utility 


systems in Chicago suburbs, Larson said, 
and its rates are regulated by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 


According to City Comptroller Duane 


Blietz, city tax revenues are not used to 
operate the city's water system. Most 
funds come from direct billing to proper- 
ty owners for use of water, he said. Thus 
Waycinden residents would not be taxed 
to pay for the city water system, if the 
subdivision continued to pay for the Citi- 
zens system, he has said.

City, College Roles Suited To Seitz

Jack Seitz likes to keep his roles sepa- 


rate because he says they are. But in a 
way, he says, they aren't. 


The 41-year-old Des Plaines resident is 


a full-time teacher at Oakton Community 
College in Morton Grove. He's also a 
part-time alderman in the Des Plaines 
City Council. 


"I'm trying hard to keep the two roles 


separate. But they're both community 
activities and I'm a believer in commu- 
nity services," Seitz explains. 


Every other Monday night, plus a few 


nights and days in between, Seitz devotes 
his time to the 7th Ward of Des Plaines. 
He has been one of its representatives 
since 1967. 


The rest of his time he divides among 


Oakton, his wife and seven children and 
other community services. 


WHETHER HE IS making a motion at 


city hall, lecturing a business class at 
Oakton or talking with students and fel- 
low teachers in his Oakton office, Seitz is 
a busy, involved man. 


Spending an hour with him in his office 


at Oakton's interim campus is like 
spending an hour in a waiting room at 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport. People come 
and go and the hustle and bustle of activ- 
ity never ceases. 


A student wants to know when the 


business book reports are due . . . a fel- 
low teacher wants to meet with him be- 
tween classes the next morning to dis- 
cuss an upcoming education conference 
. . . a student wants to' borrow a special 


g business book from Seitz's office library. 
'. . the college president wants Seitz's 


opinion on why the days at the junior 
college are so hectic and go by so quick- 
ly. 


Seitz was an advertising executive for 


United Air Lines when he decided to ap- 
ply for a teaching job at Oakton. He has 
a master's degree in business adminis- 
tration from Northwestern University 
and taught business English for five 
years in the Maine Township adult edu- 
cation program. 


"My job was quite a strain and I had 


to do a lot of traveling. I had enjoyed 
teaching night school. I saw teaching at 


Oakton as a chance to stay home and 
become a more integrated part of the 
community," the alderman explains. 


AN OAKTON FACULTY member since 


last fall, Seitz teaches introduction to 
business, principles of management and 
business communications. 


He describes introduction to business 


as a "supermarket" course. "It's a sur- 
vey course with a smorgasbord of busi- 
ness information," he explains. 


"There's a lot of business material to 


cover, but I try to relate the course to 
what's happening today. We keep track 
of steel strikes, dockworkers, baseball 
strikes, 'the influence of government in 
business, things like that," Seitz says. 


One of the highlights of his principles 


of management course is a computer 
game in which students operate five hy- 
pothetical companies. 


In his business communications course, 


students learn how to write credit and 
collection letters and letters of appli- 
cation. They review the principles of 
English. They learn to write business re- 
ports and to organize their own resumes. 


Officials To Study Shared Computer Center Operation 


Mayors and village presidents from 


four Northwest suburbs will meet in Ar- 
lington Heights May 3 to ready plans for 
a combined computer center operation. 


O f f i c i a l s from Arlington Heights, 


Mount Prospect, Des Plaines and Park 
Ridge will meet to elect officers for the 
center's policymaking board. They also 
will consider purchase of computer 
equipment, proposals for a permanent 
center site and applications for center di- 
rector. 


This first executive board meeting will 


be held at 3 p.m. in the Municipal Build- 
ing, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd. Ex- 
pected to attend are John Woods, Arling- 
ton Heights village president; Robert 
Teichert, Mount Prospect village presi- 


dent; Herbert Behrel, Des Plaines may- 
or, and Joseph Peacock, Park Ridge 
mayor. 


CREATION OF the center was author- 


ized early this year by city councils and 
village boards of the four suburbs. Each 
municipality pledged $7,500 for purchase 
of equipment, and signed contracts to 
use the center for financial and statistic- 
al services. 


Finance officers from the four suburbs 


met April 7 to prepare for the meeting 
with municipal officials, according to 
Des Plaines Comptroller Duane Blietz. 


According to the contract agreement 


approved by the four suburbs, mayors 
and village presidents serve as members 
of the center's policy-making board. A 
president, vice-president and secretary 


of this executive board will be elected, 
Blietz said. 


Finance officers from the four munici- 


palities make up the administrative 
board, to supervise the center director, 
according to the contract. 


Several committees were created at 


the April 7 meeting, including a com- 
mittee on hiring a center director. Other 
committees will set specifications for 
computer equipment, and study proposed 
sites for the computer center. 


BLIETZ DECLINED to comment on 


proposed center sites. 
Several Des 


Plaines aldermen have suggested that 
the center be located in the proposed 
new Des Plaines city hall. Construction 
of this building may begin this year. 


Authorization of the computer center 


stemmed from almost four years of dis- 
cussion among municipal finance officers 
and attorneys, and from a $14,000 study 
that stated that a combined computer 
program would be cheaper and more ef- 
ficient than separate programs. 


The feasibility study by Touche, Ross 


and Co., an accounting firm, indicated 
that the yearly costs would be $40,000 for 
Des 
Plaines, $19,000 for Arlington 


Heights, $20,000 for Mount Prospect and 
$22,000 for Park Ridge. 


According to the contract agreement, 


signed by the four municipalities, other 
communities in northeast Illinois, in- 
cluding Cook, Lake and DuPage counties 
can join the center, and have equal pow- 
er with the other suburbs on the execu- 
tive and administrative boards. 


ALTHOUGH HE describes himself as 


"basically a lecture and discussion-type 
teacher," Seitz says he is "moving in the 
direction of having a variety of class- 
room aides," such as slides, games, 
movies and guest speakers. 


"I throw a week of advertising into all 


of my courses, too. It's a break for the 
student's and it's also a form of per- 
suasion, a marketing function, that they 
should learn about. I have access to a lot 
of materials because of my advertising 
background," Seitz explains. This fall he 
will add an advertising course to his 
teachingload. 


He likes the freedom Oakton teachers 


have to plan course activities. 


"I believe in a little bit of showman- 


ship in the classroom. It's pretty hard 
for the kids to sit on their backsides for a 
long time and just listen to someone talk- 
ing on and on," Seitz jokes. 


In an effort to entertain as well as edu- 


cate his students, Seitz is planning an 
audio-visual show about the growth of 
transportation and communications in 
the United States. 


He already has spent several months 


researching for the project and has ac- 
quired more than 120 slides of everything 
from horses to canoes to missiles. 


THE FINISHED product, he hopes, 


will be a professionally narrated pro- 
gram of sights and sounds, including 
such historical goodies as a letter from a 
U.S. President protesting the "roar and 
snort" and 15 miles per hour speed of the 
"evil" railroads that replaced canals, 
letters written in 1902 from Nebraskans 
who felt automobiles should be easily 
"camouflageable" and "disassemble" so 
as not to scare passing horses and a 1912 
letter from someone who wondered if air- 
planes would ever carry more than two 
passengers. 


He hopes to end the narration with a 


tape of a senate debate about the con- 
troversial supersonic transport system. 


Seitz enjoys Oakton's cluster versus 


departmental faculty structure. "I like it 
a lot. Everyone is scattered and it makes

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Motorola Demonstrates Heart Emergency Treatment

A communications and telemetry sys- 


tem which developers think could sub- 
stantially reduce the number of heart at- 
tack deaths each year was demonstrated 
by Motorola's communications division. 


The emergency treatment of a heart 


attack victim was simulated for local 
fire departments and the media. Ten 
area communities, in conjunction with 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights and Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center in Elk Grove, are plan- 
ning to initiate a system where hospital 
personnel could communicate directly 
with ambulance attendants to treat heart 
attack victims. 


Several systems have been demonstra- 


ted in the area in recent months. Yester- 
day's demonstration included equipment 
developed by Motorola and Medical Re- 
search Laboratories of Park Ridge. The 
equipment allows ambulance attendants 
to transmit an electrocardiograph signal

to hospital coronary care units where a 
diagnosis of the patient's condition can 
be made and recommended treatment 
radioed back to attendants. 


THE CORONARY Observation Radio 


(COR) has been tested for the past 18 
months at the Krannert Institute of Car- 
diology at the Indiana University. The 
equipment was explained by Dr. Gary J. 
Anderson who tested the COR unit. Sev- 
eral members of the Rolling Meadows 
Fire Department also participated in the 
demonstration. 


Anderson said about 40 per cent of the 


500,000 persons who die from heart at- 
tacks each year fail to reach the hospital 
alive. 


"The COR system will lead to earlier 


detection 
and 
treatment," Anderson 


stated. He added the first hour after a 
person suffers a heart attack is critical 
to the survival. The telemetry equipment 
will allow personnel in the hospital to be- 
gin to collect data as soon as the ambu- 
lance arrives, he said.

heart attack. A 26 ounce transmitter can 
be attached to the victim, the ECG sig- 
nal is then transmitted to a high-power 
unit in the ambulance and relayed to the 
hospital. 


Motorola officials said the equipment 


will cost about $6,000 for the COR hospi- 
tal base station and|about $4,000 for the 
ambulance unit.

Selling House To Pair With Black Baby Riles Suburb

When Randy and Joanlne Larson de- 


cided to sell their fashionable ranch 
house in Hanover Park, they didn't real- 
ize the nightmare that was ahead. 


A flaming cross was burned in their 


front yard, a fight broke out between 
Larson and an irate neighbor, and today 
some homeowners in the Greenbrook 
County subdivision are boycotting them. 


It all started when the Larsons agreed 


to sell the house to a Harper College pro- 
fessor and his wife who have an adopted 
black baby. 


"1 just can't believe this happened," 


said Mrs. Larson, "because the family 
was so terrific. We didn't think twice 
about selling the house to them." 


PROF. WILLARD WILLIAMSON, a 


philosophy instructor at Harper College, 
wanted to buy the $37,000 house and 


made the down payment -March 27. The 
barrage of incidents followed. 


"They came to look at the house . . . 


and the wife and kids came in," Mrs. 
Larson recalled. "The adopted daughter, 
Joy, 11-months-old, was sitting on the 
couch . .. after awhile we finally agreed 
on the down payment. 


"The neighbors asked us what we were 


doing and we all kidded around." the 29- 
year-old housewife said. ,But a few days 
later the neighbors' attitudes changed. 
"They said we stabbed them in the back 
. . . that the value of their property 
would go down." 


The fight between Larson and a dis- 


gruntled neighbor occurred after a bowl- 
ing match, Mrs. Larson said. "He was 
hollering at my husband ... he grabbed 
him around the chest..." she said. The 
melee quickly was broken up by onlook-

Susan Sets Sights On 1976 Olympics 


Susan Wrenn has decided to continue 


practicing with the track team at Rolling 
Meadows High School even though it 
might jeopardize her eligibility in high 
school girls' track competition. 


A sophomore at Rolling Meadows High 


School, Sue has been working out regu- 
larly with the track team for the past 
month. Last Thursday questions of her 
eligibility were raised. Sue learned that 
by practicing with the boys, she might be 
Jeopardizing her eligibility to compete in 
high school track meets for girls. 


The eligibility question is rather con- 


fusing and officials at the school have 
asked for a ruling from the Illinois High 
School Association. They hope to have 
the ruling by tomorrow when Sue and 
her parents are to meet with Tom 
O'Drlscoll, atletlc director at Rolling 
Meadows High School. 


No matter what decision is handed 


down, Sue says she will continue prac- 
ticing with the boys' team because "I 
like it much more and it helps me 
more." 


SUE'S LONG range goal is to compete 


In the 1976 Olympics. The only way she 
feels she is going to make it is to keep up 
her traiining. She now works out for ap- 
proximately two hours a day with the 
team. Her speciality is the 220, but she 
has never run it in a clocking. 


There has never been a question of Sue 


being a member of the boys' track team. 
According to Miss Ola Bundy, assistant 
executive secretary of ISHA, the 1SHA 
rules clearly state oys and girls cannot 
compete on the same team. The rules, 


however, do permit girls to practice with 
boys' teams. 


Miss Bundy would not comment on 


whether practicing with a boys' team 
would make a girl ineligible for girls' 
competition because the executive board 
of ISHA has not made a ruling yet. 


At present, ISHA permits the boys to 


compete in 13 interscholastic events 
while the girls are restricted to four in- 
terscholastic sports, which do not include 
track. 


Girls interested in track have two 


sports days a year in which they can 
compete, 
said Joseph Vinton, track 


coach at Rolling Meadows High School. 
The only practice for the sports days is 
two weeks prior to the event. 


Starting July 1 there will be unlimited 


interscholastics for girls in track and 
field, according to Miss Bundy. 


VINTON CLAIMS Sue "has never had 


any status with the team" and does not 
actually practice with the team or re- 
ceive individual coaching. He explained 
that Sue is allowed to go through the 
workouts with the team if she chooses 
just like anyone else can. 


"I am enough of a physical educator

Drug Addiction 'Sign Of The Times9 


(This Is a weekly column presented by 


Forest Hospital in Des Plaines, a fully- 
accredited 135-bed psychiatric hospital-, 
widely known for its intensive programs 
in psychiatric treatment, research, edu- 
cation and community service.) 


"I see drug addiction as a sign of the 


times," said the director of Odyssey 
House, a drug rehabilitation center in 
New York. "We're like caged animals 
who either bang their heads until they're 
unconscious or die or viciously attack 
anything that comes into their cage. The 
first is suicide and that's what the use of 
drugs is." 


Dr. Judianne Densen-Gerber thinks 


young people feel trapped, like caged ani- 
mals, by society's values, the way adults 
communicate with them and the way 
adults treat their young. If they don't act 
out by rioting or throwing pipe bombs 
they turn to suicide through drugs. 


"We have to prevent this kind of feel- 


ing," the psychiatrist recently explained, 
"we must get the young meaningfully in- 
volved. We need dialogue. And parents 
must get together and talk about their 
problems so they can all relate positive- 
ly." 


Positive relationships are a very im- 


portant part of the.therapy at Odyssey 
House in New York. "Odyssey House is a 
living situation," 
Dr. 
Densen-Gerber 


said, "where everything in the living en- 
vironment i is geared 
to maximizing 


people taking a look at their behavior, 
their relating to people who have the 
same authority they do and with people 
who have more power. They must go 
along with people who they must be con- 
cerned about much like a family with 
parents and older and younger siblings." 


At. Odyssey House, according to Dr. 


Densen-Gerber, people are taught to 
abide by rules, respect rules and have 
care and concern for each other. In addi- 
tion there is psychiatric intervention and 
group therapy. The 300 in-patients are re- 
sponsible for running the house. They 
also run a store which makes them par- 
tially self-sufficient. 


ODYSSEY HOUSE has 
4,000 out- 


patients, many of whom run drug addic- 
tion service agencies throughout the 
country and some of the ex-addicts work 
in the courts where they help people get 
rehabilitation. Odyssey House also runs 
pre-addiction clinics for young people 


and patients publish a newspaper with 
articles on drug addiction and with origi- 
nal work by patients. 


"Through labor comes a great deal of 


human dignity — this is one great step 
toward rehabilitation — everything an 
ex-addict can do he does. I also believe 
the skills of the psychiatrist are neces- 
sary in the routitfe' of daily living. We 
have a staff to patient ratio of one to 
one. Everything the ex-addict does to in- 
fluence the behavior or values of others 
is carefully supervised. 


"We don't have an ex-addict subcul- 


ture," she continued, "we are very op- 


posed to replacing the crutch of drugs by 
an ex-addict subculture that is different 
from the general public's. We feel an 
ex-addict must learn to return to society. 
After treatment at Odyssey the ex-addict 
is returned to an active life." 


O d y s s e y House, which also has 


branches in Utah and New Hampshire, 
takes everyone at all times. "We have no 
waiting list but our program is hard to 
graduate from. It's two years long — at 
least, but 86 per cent of our graduated 
patients remain drug free and live in a 
non-anti-social manner. That's a pretty 
good recovery rate," she added.
